negro; the evacuation of Rumania 
together with the cession to her of 
Transylvania; the expulsion of the

That Pope Benedict has prepared 
the outline of a second peace pian 
which will be presented to the Allies 
in the near future is the substance 
of the report that has been re- 
ceived by the Italian 

The report, it is declared, does not 
outline the details of the second pro- 
posal, but there are said to be indi- 
cations that the next step from the 
Vatican may be changed by the atti- 
tude of Germany. 

While there are no official reports 
here indicating that the Kaiser is 
preparing to reply to the Pope's 
original message, well-informed dip- 
lomats are inclined to believe that 
the Berlin Foreign Office is pre- 
paring a statement on Germany’s in- 
tentions. If this belief ig verified 
it assumed that Pope Benedict 
will hold up his second communica- 
tion until the Kaiser has made his 
statement. 

In the event that the Kaiser indi- 
cates that he is willing to announce 
a detailed plan for peace discus- 
sions it is assuméed that the Pope 
will attempt to use the announce- 
ment as a lever on the Allies. 

The report from Rome indicates 
in a general way that the Pope is 
preparing a statement concerning 
territorial settlements that might be 
approved by the Allies. The outline 
of the contents of the second pro- 
poral tndicates that the Vatican hag 
reason for believing that an  ar- 
rangement might be consummated 
for the future of Alsace-Lorraine 
which would be acceptable to 
France. The details are unknown. 

TERMS YET UNKNOWN. 

While it is impossible to forecast 
the precise nature of the changes of 
government which the President 


would require as an evidence of the 
determination of the German people 
to abolish military domination, offi- 
cials have indicated that any as- 
surance that the ministers muat be 
responsible to the Reichstag rather 
than the-Emperor would be accepted 
as an evidence of popular govern- 
ment. 

Rumors of German peace terms 
still persist here, and tonight the 
rumor is that Mgr. Bonzano, the 
Papa] Lerate, had been entrusted 
with Germany's peace terms for 
presentation, on the proper occasion, 
to the American government. The 
rumor could not be verified in any 
quarter, and although it has spread 
in diplomatic circles, it ts known 
that the Vatican’s representative has 
no diplomatic standing and that he 
probably would seek a secret audi- 
ence with President Wlison for the 
prosecition of any further peace ef- 
forts by Pore Benedict.

Senator from Oklahoma, now serv- 
ing hig second term.

“Fight or get out’ is the senti- 
ment that has been conveyed. Of 225 
Oklahoma papers examined by the 
Daily Oklahoman, 112 are open- 
ly criticising the Senator, 108 either 
carry no editorials, or avoid discus- 
sion of the subject and only five 
make an effort to apologize for his 
course. None of them is support- 
ing him. 

Many of hig staunchest sup- 
porters, both in the political and 
newspaper arena, have joined the 
ranks of his critics, the survey dis- 
closes.

THE TIMES, Sept. 1.—The Commit- 
tee on Public Information announced 
today that it has obtained from offi- 
cial sources the most nearly accurate 
figures possible on the proportion of 


on the western front. These figures, 
taken when the casualties were 


greater in proportion to mobilized 
atrength and combined with the 
highest proportion of deaths, show 
losses due to deaths from wounds 
and killed in action to be approxi- 
mately 11 in every 1000, of mobil- 
ized strength, 

According to the figures presented 
by the French high commissioner 
in his letter to the Secretary of 
War, the high-water mark of casu- 
alties in the French army was 
reached early in the war at the 
battles of Charleroi and the Marne. 
The casualties in that period were 
6.41 per cent. of the mobilized 
strength, or 541 men in every 10,000 
with the colors. 

Military experts in this country 
agree that the killed in action and 
died of wounds have never at any 
time in this war exceeded 20 per 
cent. of the total] casualties. This 
gives a figure of 108.2 fatalities from 
these causes in every 10,000 mobil- 
ized strength. or practically 11 men 
killed in action or died of wounds 
for every 1000 men with colors.

FINALLY CLUB STRIKERS. 


Rising Civic Indignation at Lawlessness 
Forces Mayor Rolph’s Hand. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 


AN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 

THE TIMES, Sept. 1.—For the 

first time since the street car 
strike started policemen used their 
clubs this afternoon to suppress 
rioting. A crowd of more than 400 
employees of the Union Iron Works 
had gathered about the car barns 
on Utah street and had broken into 
the property rooms of the raflroad 
company when the police arrived. 
The strikers put up a feeble resist- 
ance, but after a few of them had 
felt the weight of a policeman’s club, 
they dispersed. 

Tonight the strikers at mass 
meeting demanded the recall of 
Mayor Rolph “because he has per- 
mitted honest men to be clubbed 
by policemen on the streets of San 
Francisco,” 

ROLPH COLLAPSES. 

Cowing under the rising storm of 
indignation, Mayor Rolph has col- 
lapsed. When a committee repre- 
senting twenty-two leading business 
and commercia|] bodies of the city 
called at the City Hall this morn- 
Ing, they were informed that the 
Mavor was indisposed and they were 
received by Theodore Roche, police 
commissioner, and D. A. White, 
Chief PoMce. The Citizens’ Com- 
mittee demanded that immediate 
steps be taken to suppress rioting 
and murder by the striking car 
men. 

M'INTOSH’S ULTIMATUM. 

Cc. K. Mcintosh. vice-president of 
the Bank of California, said: 

“We have come here to talk about 
fundamental principles, and it is 
unnecessary at this time to go Into 
details: and express our views of 
conditions that exist in this city.

BELGIAN NURSE OF THE

Declares English are Hated, the .

ORDER TO DISPERSE. 

Turning to the assembly, the first 
deputy said: “By' order of the gen- 
eral superintendent of police and by 
direction of the Governor of Illinois 
you are ordered to disperse.”

GOVERNOR'S STATEMENT. 

The Governor gave out the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The Governor is charged with the 
responsibility of preserving peace in 
the State. If, in his judgment, dis- 
order and riot are likely to result 
from this so-called peace meeting, 
it is his duty and he has the power 
to prevent the meeting. His under- 
standing is that, while the meeting 
purports to be in the interest of 
peace, it is really intended to ob- 
struct the government in the prose- 
cution of the war, and is calculated 
to produce disorder and rioting in 
Illinois. He will not, therefore, per- 
mit this meeting to be held in L- 
linois.”

“Bvery week an officer with two 
soldiers went from houge to ho 
requesting more laborers.

“The work was done either on 
the spot, wh we had to repair 
and clean buildings, cut wood, etc, 
along the Dutch frontier, where we 
had to build trenches and concrete 
works, or behind the German lines 
in the region of Westende and Lom- 

de, where we were mainly 
employed in building roads and rail- 
way lines. This was by far the 
worst place, eince we were frequent- 
ly exposed to shell fire and to gas 
attacks. Having no masks, we were 
obliged to tz40e shelter when a bell 
rang to warn us. When I left there 
had not been any casualties among 
the men of my village, but I know 
for certain that at least five farm 
laborers from a neighboring village, 
who had been taken te work behind 
the lines with thelr horses, were 
killed or died from their wounds. 
We siept in badly-bullt wooden huts. 


“We were paid one mark per day, 
but as the food was Very scarce, we 
had practically to spend our wages 


we came back home for one day 
every three weeks, we had practical- 
ly nothing left te bring back with 
us. Those who worked closer to 
their homes were paid 28 pfennis 
per hour, but received no food; they 
were allowed to go back every night, 

“It was no use to protest, 
it only meant more trouble and mis- 


‘lery; prison and blows. One of my 


friends who struggled to escape was 
nearly killed by a bayonet thrust. 

“Besides, the Germans are only 
too glad if you resist. They have 
made a rule to send to Germany any 
man or woman who gets more than 
three-months’ imprisonment. And 
none of those who have been de- 
ported have come back after their 
time. S8ix months ago, one of my 
neighbors, a widow, who had to pro- 
tect her daughter against a German 
officer, received four months for 
having eald on this occasion that al! 
Germans were pigs. She was sent 
to Germany, and we have heard 
since that she is obliged to work in 
a kommando and has no hope of re- 
turning before the end of the war. 
This is only one case among hun- 
éreds. The German tribunals have 
provided many Belgian workers for 
the fatherland. 


QUICKSILVER FIND 
EXCITES HONOLULU.

HONOLULU (T. H.) Aug. 17-—~ 
Quicksilver brought up from the 
depths of Honolulu. Harbor by a 
“clam shell” dredger caused a two- 
day sensation recently and for &@ 
time re were in circulation that 
ilver mine had been ilo- 


ed. 

Finally some one remembered that 
previous to the declaration of war 
against Germany by the United 
States several German and naval 
vessels had been anchored near 
where the quicksilver had deen 
brought up by the dredger. Investi- 
gation revealed that the quicksilver 
had been thrown overboard by the 
Germans when the crews of the 
ships put the machinery of the ves- 
sels out of commission. 

The German system of registering 
pressure and vacuums in the engine- 
room is by use of quicksilver and 
not by springs, and when the Ger- 
man sailors destroyed the machinery 
of their vessels a large quantity of 
the metal was thrown overboard. 
Quantities of it ran in the biiges 
of the boats and in repairing the 
gunboat Geir at Pearl Harbor more 
than 1000 pounds of quicksilver was 
ig from the bilge of the war-

The German esallors smashed the 
gauges of their vessela with sledges 
and threw the debris overboard, to- 
gether with the quicksilver that was 
left in therm.

United States to Ration the European 
Neutrals in Strictest Manner. 


ASHINGTON, Sept. 1.——Indi- 
eations that the United States 
intends to ration the North- 

ern European neutral countries in 

the strictest fashion were seen to- 
day in the admission that the ex- 
ports administration board had dis- 
approved of an arrangement sug- 
gested by the Dutch Minister here 


Belgium of the nearly 100 Dutch 
grain cargoes held in American 
porta. 

The first news that permission for 
the ships to safl had been denied 
came today in a dispatch from Rot- 
terdam. The general understanding 
has been that the arrangement 


would be approved and that some 
of the vessels would sail immedi- 
ately. 

The exports board, it was learned, 
will let no food cargoes go to Du- 
ropean neutrals for at least two 
months, or until the American gov- 
ernment has ascertained its own 
food requirements for the year and 
the size of crops to be harvested. 
All the neutrals, it is held, can feed 
themselves without difficulty until 
this information is available. The 
United States wishes to know also 
the size of the 1917 crops in the 
neutral countries. 

THE FIRST OBLIGATION. 

It was made clear that the United 

States has no intention of letting 
neutrals go hungry, but emphasis 
was laid on the fact that the gov- 
ernment feels its first obligation is 
te the American people and to the 
Allies. 
' A counter-proposal that has been 
made to the Dutch, which the other 
neutrals are invited to accept, is 
that all neutral vessels now in Amer- 
jean ports loaded with foodstuffs 
discharge their cargoes and proceed 
to Australia and Java for wheat and 
sugar. These cargoes would be 
brought back to the United States 
and divided between the United 
States and the neutrals. 

American government officials feel 
that in asking the United States to 
supply them with foodstuffs the neu- 
trails should be willing to increase 
the general food supply. This they 
would do in transporting food car- 

from Australia and Java, where 
Ewes supplies cannot be moved’ be- 
cause of the general lack of ship- 
ping. The neutral ships would have 
returned within two months and by 
that time the United States would 
be in a better position also to say 
how much it can spare from its own 
food store. 

Most of the Dutch ships in Amer- 
jean ports are loaded with corn, 
which has spolled and is fit now 
only for cattle feed.

PETROGRAD, Sept. 1.—Nicholas 
Romanoff, the former Emperor of 
Ruasia, and his family are now liv- 
ing in a fourteen-room apartment 
on the second floor of a large old- 
fashioned house at Tobolsk, Siberia, 
according to reports just reaching 
Petrograd. Nicholas and the former 
Empress each have a room, two 
rooms have been put aside for the 
four daughters and one for Alexis, 
the former heir apparent. The 
other rooms, except the dining- 
room, kitchen, reading-room and so 
forth, are occupied by the servants. 
The house is without a garden, and 
the only way of getting fresh air is 
from a emall balcony. 

The new home of the Romanoffs 
was not ready when the family ar- 
rived and they were compelled to 
spend two days aboard the small 
steamer on which they traveled the 
last fifty miles down the Tobol 
River. The former Empress and 
her daughter Olga rode to the house, 
while the other members of the 
family walked. 

The day of their arrival Was a 
holiday and few persons saw the 
newcomers except for a small crowd 
which had assembled to watch a 
priest conduct the usual ceremony 
of blessing the house for its new 
tenants. The guards of the former 
royal family are mainly cavaliers of 
the Order of St. George and fusi- 
liers, and the family is virtually un- 
der the same mode of life ag at 
oe -Selo. 

Nicholas has asked permission to 
engage tutors for the children. The 
mother herself will attend to the 
religious instruction of the younger 
ones. It cast the government 10,000 
rubles to move the family to 
Tobolsk.

MOTHER DEAD: 


He Vainly Tries to Save Her 
from Deadly Gas. 


Fumigation of House Takes a 
Terrible Toll. 

Heroic Effort at Rescue Nearly 
Fatal to Boy. 


The deadly fumes of hydrocyanic 


claimed one victim and endangered 
the life of another one, when Mrs. 
Mary Wilkins and her 15-year-old 
son, Archie, who rushed to her as- 
sistance, were overcome in one of 
the rooms of their home at No. 882 
East Fifteenth stree,t last night. 
The-son’s heroic sacrifice was in 
vain. Ten minutes after his mother 
left him and opened one of the 
sealed and gas-filled rooms on the 
second floor, the lad heard Mrs. Wil- 
kins moaning faintly. He dashed 
up-stairs and into the room. In the 
dark he groped until he stumbied 
across the limp body on the floor. 
Growing weaker every second, he 
dragged Nis mother to the window, 
but found himself unable to open it. 
With one supreme effort he called 
for help, and then sank to the floor 
alongside the body. 

Neighbors who heard the faint 

alarm, succeeded in carrying the 
two from the building. They were 
rushed to the Receiving Hospital, 
where Police Surgeons Stadfield and 
Beggs, assisted by the entire staff, 
sought to check the ravages of the 
poison on the heart and the lungs 
of the two victims. Every known 
measure was applied, but Mrs. Wil- 
kins died twenty minutes after be- 
ing placed on the operating table. 
a boy’s condition is said to be crit- 
There are nine rooms in the Wil- 
kine home, and six of them were 
being fumigated. According to the 
story told Detectives Vernand and 
Toomey by Mr. John Wilkins, the 
husband of the dead woman, he and 
the rest of the family were away. 
Archie returned from work and was 
eating his supper when Mrs. Wilkins 
went upstairs. 
Just what happened, and whether 
the accident was due to lack of ven- 
tilation when one of the sealed 
rooms was opened, or to the fact 
that the woman did not allow suffi- 
cient time for the fumes to escape 
before entering the room, the police 
were unable to learn. Mr. Wilkins 
told Detective Toomey he was wun- 
der the impression that the fumiga- 
tion company’s agent.told his wife 
to go into the rooms and open them 
after 6 o'clock. 

A further investigation probably 
will be made by the police today. 
Mrs. Wilkins’s body was removed to 
the Sutch Undertaking Company's 
mortuary.

WEAKEN BEFORE STORM. 


Events of the day tend to show

municipal special carrying employees 
of the Union Iron Works started for 
the downtown d.s8trict at noon, po- 
licemen entereu the cars and 
searched the passengers for con- 


violence the union men left the cars. 
i*To hell with the municipal line if 
you are not going to permit us to 
break up the railroad company’s 
service,” they shouted. 

More than $00 of the union men 
walked over the Twentieth-street 
hill and started to stone cars on 
Mission street. A squad of fifty po- 
licemen was waiting for them and 
they were forced to disperse. Again 
the policemen used their clubs. 

ATTACK 26 CARS. 

Twenty-six cars of the United 
Railroads were attacked during the 
day by strikers. In addition to in- 
jury to property that totals many 
thousands of dollars seven platform 
men were beaten so badly that they 
were sent to the hospitals. One mo- 
torman of the United Ratlroads, 
Frank Mulich, received a fractured 
skull and is reported dying tonight. 
He-has not recevered consciousness 
since the attacks Passengers on the 
car assert that they can identify his 
‘assailants. 

A. G. Mullen, a passenger on the 
Powell-street car, gave the follow- 
ing report of the attack upon Mu- 
lich by the strikers: . 

“When the car had reached 
Greenwich and Powell streets four 
men climbed upon the car and paid 
their fares. As the conductor start- 
ea to ring them ~, one of the men 
struck him with a blackjack, knock- 
ing him to the floor of the car. Then 
they rushed through the car and at- 
tacked the motorman. As he closed 
with one of them another struck 
him in the back of the head with a 
blackjack, knocking him off the car. 

“As he fell to the street the four 
men jumped from the car and start- 
ed to run. Three passengers on the 
car started after them. I Was one 
of the number. . 

PROTECTED BY FIREMEN. 

“Seeing that we were closing in on 
them they ran into the engine house 
of the fire department. We tried to 
follow them, but the firemen stopped 
us, asserting cooly that no men had 
entered there. Yet, we were not 
fifty feet behind them when they 
darted into the house. One of our 
number telephoned the police. When 
the officers came they searched the 
fire house and reported that they 
found no one. The men had passed 
os through and escaped by a rear 
oor.” 

This is only one of many instances 
in which both the police and fire 
departmefits have shielded the 
strikers fleeing after committing 
deeds of violence. | 

Gangs of strikers in the Mission 
district were horrified this after- 
noon to find that the platform men 
were carrying deadly weapons. This 
morning each platform Man was 
permitted to take a pick handle on 
his car. Prior to this time the po- 
lice has arrested every platform man 
found carrying any kind of instru- 
ment for self-pretection. The Chief 
of Police has rescinded that order 
and the platform men are now per- 
mitted to carry wooden Weapons. 
INJURIES KILL WOMAN. 


A report was received from Ingle- 
side tonight that one of the six 
women struck by flying missiles on 
a Mission-street car yesterday, had 
died of concussion of the brain. 
Thig has not yet been confirmed. 
One of the women was removed 
from the car yesterday in an uncon- 
scious condition and carried to 
Inglesids in a private ambulance. 
Her name was not obtained by the 
police. 

An attempt has been made by the 
Rolph press and the walking dele- 
gatee to convey the impression that 
the deeds of violence of the last 
week have been committed by gangs 
of nondescript hoodlums and that 
union men were not to blame. The 
facts are that the waterfront ele- 
ment is not taking any part in 
wrecking the cars and beating up 
the platform men.

» USSIA REMOVES 
PRESS CENSORSHIP. 


PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT 

CUT OUT RESTRICTIONS. | 

Newspapers Must be Licensed 
and All Responsibility for Pub- 
lication is Fixed but Old Punitive 
Measures are Abolished—Govern- 
ment Regulates Printed Matter. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE] 

PETROGRAD, July 28.—Two 
radical laws issued by the provi- 
gional government establish freedom 
of the press by abolishing entirely 
the censorship, tncluding, ft is im- 
plied, the military censorship, and 
forbidding all punitive measures ex- 
cept such as can be taken by judi- 


cial process. 

The first law abolishes the no- 
torious “chief administration de- 
partment for press affairs” and the 
system of registration, inspection, 
censorship and penalties associa 
therewith. Instead is created a new 
press governmental organ known as 
the Chamber of Books, a title in- 


Books will be registered all printed 
and lithegraphed productions, in- 
cluding reproductions of works of 


productions both for the use of 
state institutions and for presenta- 
tion to public libraries. Further, in 
connection with the chamber there 
will be established a bureau which 
will prepare and publish for public 
use summaries of the whole periodi- 
cal press, native and foreign. 

The second law proclaims 
qualified liberty to print and repro- 
duce, no license or permission being 
required; but it admits state regula- 
tion of the press in so far as it 
provides for the eompulsory regis- 
tration of printed matter by the 
system prevailing in many European 
states. Every individual or corpora- 
tion which founds a newspaper must 
register the title, place of publica- 
tion price, and name of the respon- 
sible editor, who must be a person re- 
siding within the emptre. The print- 
er is obliged to deposit with the 
state two copies of each issue, one 
for filing in the Chamber of Books, 
the other for the use of the govern- 
ment. Newspapers will be obliged to 
print without charge official repudia- 
tions or corrections of their reports. 
All printing offices must be regis- 
tered. 

For breach of the law penalties 
in no case exceeding $150 may be 
imposed. The normal minimum pen- 
alty imposed, always without trial, 
by the old government, was $1500, 
the aim being to ruin independent 
press organs. Fines may not be itm- 
posed otherwise than by courts of 
law, and no newspaper may be sus- 
pended or suppressed.

OLICEMAN STAKES 
LIFE AGAINST LUCK. 


BOLDLY GRASPS DESPERATE 
MAN TRYING TO SHOOT. 


Crazed Austrian Runs Amuck and 
Fires Revolver at Many By- 
standers—Officer Marks Bravely 
Siezes and Disarms Would-be 
Murderer—Not Hurt. 


One of the greatest exhibition of 
bravery by a member of the police 
department was shown by Patrolman 
R. P. Marks, of the lieutenant’s of- 
fice, when he rushed right up to the 
muzzle of a@ snapping revolver in the 
hands of a man who ran amuck near 
Second and Hill streets late last 
night, and disarmed him before he 
could resume firing into the crowd 
that gathered on the opposite side 
of the street. 

The prisoner, who gave the name 
of George Luvich, an Austrian, be- 
gan by rushing upon Mrs. Ethel 
viuanik, in the Bella Napoli res- 
taurant, Second and Hill street. and 
insisting that she go with him. As 
the young woman parleyed with 
Luvich, Eugene Corey, a moving- 
picture actor living at the Hotel 
Northern, came to her assistance and 
put the man out of the place, 

Iaivich then drew a gun, and 
Corey beat a hasty retreat through 
the rear door, over the fence, and 
straight to the police station, where 
he gasped out the news to Patrol- 
man Marks. ° 

Marks, together with several other 
officers and newspaper reporters, 
jumped into an automobile and 
raced toward the scene of the im- 
pending shooting. As the car neared 
Second and Hill streets, Luavich 
fired at a man standing across the 
street, and then ran south on Hill 
street. 

He dashed into a doorway, turned 
around, and faced Marke as the offi- 
cer rushed toward him. Gun in 
hand, Luvich stood still for mo- 
ment, and then pulled the trigger

REPORT BIG LOSSES 
ON RUMANIAN FRONT. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 
LONDON, Aug. %1.—The corre- 
spondent of Reuter’s, Ltd., at Odes- 


sa, sende the following advices un- 
der yesterday's date concerning the 
Rumanian situation: 

“The latest communication from 
the Rumanian battle front reports 
fierce resistance, often favorable for 
Russo-Rumanian forces, against vio- 
lent enemy attacks from the region 
of Oitusz, Oona and the valleys of the 
Sereth and the Putna. The losses 
have been heavy on both sides. 

“It is affirmed from  authorita- 
tive sources that Field Marshal 
Von Mackensen urgently demanded 
strong reinforcements for his army. 
Rumanian army circles are § still 
hopeful of retaining Moldavia, 
counting on the co-operation of 
large Russian divisiéns, but the Ru- 
manian government is taking all the 
measures dictated by ‘prudence.

ITALIAN MINISTER 
RESIGNS IN PIQUE. 


(A. PF. FOREIGN ) 

ROME, Aug. 10.—The entrance of 
the United States into the war as an 
ally of Italy was the indirect cause 
of the resignation of Minister of Ma- 
rine Triengi and the nomination in 
his stead of Admiral Del Bono. 

During the recent secret session 
of Parliament, Minister Triangi was 
called upon, as is customary, to an- 
swer questions regarding the con- 
dition of his department. One of 
these was: 

“What help will the United States 
give us presently?” 

He answered wi seamanilike 
frankness that it would be a long 
time before the United States could 
be of any great service, since she 
was yet only preparing for war. His 
response was attacked by the op- 
position to the ministry and Triangi 
was so chagrined that he never at- 
tempted any more speeches during 
the session. 


BRITISH AVIATORS 
BOMB RAILWAY LINE. 


[BY ATLANTIC CaBLZ AND A. P.) 

LONDON, Sept. 1.—A bombing 
raid was carried out by the naval 
air squadron Friday night on the 
Ghistelles airdrome, according to a 
British Admiralty statement tonight. 

“Several direct hits,” says the 
statement, “were made on sheds in 
the southwest corner of the alir- 
drome, in which vicinity a fire was 
started. Bombs also were seen to 
explode on the adjoining Ostend- 
Thourout railroad line. Many tons 
of explosives were dropped. All our 
machines returned safe.” 


STRANGE CRAFT WILL | 
RAISE SUBMARINES. 


{a P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE 
HAARLEM (Netherlands) Aug. 
10.—A novel mother ship for sub- 


marines has just successfully under- 
gone its first official trial in the har- 
bor at Amsterdam. It has been 
built in Holland for the Spanish 
navy. The vessel looks like two 
long, narrow boats joined together. 
and ita chief feature is a crane 
capable of raising objects from un- 
der the sea to a weight of 650 metric 
tons and from a depth of 150 feet. 
This strange craft is over 255 feet 
long and 60 feet wide. Each of the 
two parallel hulls is about eighteen 
feet wide, and between them is a 
space twenty-four feet in width over 
which is arranged the electrically- 
driven lifting apparatus for the 
hoisting of sunken submarines, 
Apart from the crane, the ship is 
equipped with big workshops for the 
making of repairs, as well as ar- 
ranged to serve as a depot ship for 
the Spanish submarine fleet. A cylin- 
der filled with water, weighing about 
720 tons, acted the part of a eub- 


marine In the trial just held. 


FRENCH OCCUPY 
KAISER’S HOME. 


Summer Residence at Corfu 
Remarkable Creation. 


Suggestion of 
Dominates Place. 


Ideas of, Art not Pleasing to 
| Esthetic Eye. . 


[A FOREIGN CORREErONDENCE 

CORFU (Island of Corfu) Aug 
3,— Emperor William's famous 
sumer palace of Achillelon, on a 
height overlooking the Bay of Cor- 
fu, had the Frfach flag fiying over 
it when we drove up for a visit to- 
day. At the gateway the arms of 
the Hohenzollerns blazed from the 
massive iron gates thrown back on 
either side. But these proud arms 
were for the moment obscured by 
the solid ranks of French soldiers, 
native troops from French Senega! 
in the heart of Africa, black as coal, 
in the French grey uniform with 
red fez, They saluted the French 
officers ag we passed through the 
gate, and their trumpeter sent a 
French bugle-call echoing through 
the German Emperor's gardens. 

All about were evidences that 
French replaced German direc- 
tion at this imperial establishment, 
and that instead of being a summer 
plaything for majesty, it wag now 
being put to some rea] use. The 
island iteelf ts temporarily under a 
French mili governor, French 
battleships and cruisers crowd the 
harbor and dominate the heights, 
and French soldiers and sailors 
make up a considerable part of this 
mediey of races emptied inte Corfu 
by the streas of war. Here at the 
palace grounds we passed 
Red Cross nurses tending wounded 
French soldiers in the olive groves, 
and one of the high officers of the 
French medical service came from 
the palace to greet the party as it 
arrived. 

This of the Emperor is one 
of the curiosities of the Fast and 
is typical in many ways of the ec- 
centric genius which conceived it. 
There are palaces the world over. 
but noth'ng like this exists any- 
where. Only Emperor William could 
have developed such an idea. The 
whole scheme is tmperial and heroic. 
The palace ts planted on the very 
spot where Ulysses came for his so- 
journs, and from the imperial cham- 
ber one looks out on the classic 
tsland of Ulysses where the grea 
hero spent his leisure hours. Like 
Ulysses, Emperor William came here 
for his leisure, and every May un- 
til the war began the impertal yacht 
circled Europe from the North Sea 
to the Eastern Mediterranean in or- 
der that he might enjoy these classic 


and heroic surroundings during the, 
loveliest period of the year. Look- | 


ing down the steep cliff one sees the 
imperial landing place where tho 
yacht was moored during these 
visits. Here the Emperor first set 
foot, reaching the palace by a flight 
of ateps hewn in the rock, lined with 
marble statues of Greek deities. Or 
if he @id not wish the climb, an 
auto took him throvgh the miles 
of drive tn the olive grove making 
gradual ascent to the lofty palace. 

SMACKS OF IMPERIALISM. 

The palace dominates a vast 
stretch of land and water—Albania 
just across the strait, then. Greek 
Epirus to the south, the mountains 
and valleys of Corfy near et hand, 
Italy lying low in the dim distance 
to the west, and the clear blue wa- 
ters of the Adriatic reaching in all 
directions through the tangle of 
ielands. It is suggestive of imperial- 

, and one thinks of what Em- 
peror William had in mind when he 
looked out on this circle of many 
lands and their strategic waters. 

There is one definite clew to his 
thoughts, In the heroic statue of 
Achilles, which he built at the 
highest point, dominating all this 
land and water. The statue isa of 
bronze, showing the hero armed 
from head to foot, sword in hand 
and shield on his breast, etraining 
forward for the fight and looking 
intently out on this empire of for- 
eign lands and waters spread at his 
feet. Perhaps Wiiliam had in mind 
something more than a toy palace 
dedicated to Ulysees and Achilles, 
and that the old Trojan heroes re- 
vived dreams of universal conquest. 

The palace is of white marble, 
equarely and solidly bullt after the 
Greek classical design, with the sug- 
gestion that a German hand had 
modernized the old classical lines. 
Along the middle front, facing the 
sea, runs a deep, wide marble gal- 
lery or porch, and similar wide gal- 
leries are at the eastern end and 
where the entfance is located. The 
building is three stories high, with 
a frontage of about 500 feet, and 
has about 190 rooms, including ball- 
roome, state dining-rooms, a royal 
chapel, and the suites of imperia! 
chambers. The marble columns of 
the galleries, the window cornices 
and friezes along the front, are all 
essentially Greek, and the whole 
place has the mazsiveness and maj- 
esty of a Greek temple. 

Entering the main hall, it was not 
clear whether one was in a palace, 
or temple, or a museum.. Immedi- 
ately to the right was the royal 
chapel, with the large fresco of 
Munkacey’s “Christ Before Pilate” 
back of the altar. By an_ingenious 
electrical contrivance a flood of light 
could: be turned on. to. the central 
figures of the fresco, giving them a 
sort of luminous and living effect, 
almost as in a cinema, though it 
seemed a queer contrivance for a 
chapel.

The sub- 
jects were always drawn from Greek 
antiquity, but the figures of dancing 
nymphs and fawns looked rafher 
heavy, as though they were the big- 
limbed people of the north, instead 
of the fine and delicate creatures of 
legendary Greece.

The grand stairway was of mar- 
dle, black iron balustrade 
wrought into chrious shapes showing 
the German imperial eagies. This 
grand steirway runs up three stories, 
through garish yellow walis covered 
with strange frescoes and painted 
mirrors. These painted birds and 
vines on mirrors were pointed out 
by some of the vistors as an an- 
achronism of art. 

The huge painting of the “Tri- 
umph of Achillfes’’ occupies the post 
of honor et the top of the grand 
staircase.

stretching away at either side of 
the walks. In the center is a danc- 
ing bacchante, and in the neighbor- 
ing fountain the water gushes from

WONDERFUL GARDENS.

One turns from the artistic 
merit of this statue, which is con- 
ceded by all critics, to the colossal 
bronze of Achilles notable chiefly 
for size and condemned by most 
critics. This colossus rises some 
thirty feet above the base and is 
a sort of modern rival to the Colos- 
sus of Rhodes or the Statue of Lib- 
erty in New York Harbor. It is 
striking, however, and even sensa- 
tional, planted here in this tropical 
garden, at a commanding point over- 
looking a vast area, and in a pose 
expressive of imperial conquest, 
Passing out of the palace en- 
trance one of the visiting officers 
noted the tail ornamental lamp- 
posta lighting the way to the en- 
trance. They were apparently of 
bronze, but as the officer struck his 
cane on one of these richly-carved 
posts it did not give back the ring 
of genuine bronze. nd on closer 
examination the officer's § artistic 
taste was greatiy shocked to find 
that these elaborate lights at the 
very entrance of the Emperor's pal- 
ace were of some base metal col- 
ored to tmitate bronze. 

As the party withdrew, it was ob- 
served that the military automobile 
which had brought us up to the 
steep ascent, bore on its doors the 
imperial crest of Emperor William. 
This was but one of the many ac- 


jcessories of his summer palace which 


had now passed out of his hands. 
While it was only an automobile, 
yet it seemed to be typical of the 
extent to which this imperial dis- 
aster had become personal to the 
Emperor—not only lost colonies and 
palaces, like this summer plaything 
symbolizing Achilles, but even the 
automobile with the Hohenzollern 
arms—now passed beyond his reach.

GERMAN CLASSES US 
WITH THE RUMANIANS. 


(BY ATLANTIO CABLZ AND A. P.] 

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 1.—Confi- 
dence in the effect of unrestricted 
submarine warfare is expressed by 
Admiral Reinhardt Scheer, com- 
mander of the German battle feet, 
in an interview tn the Leipzig Tage- 
blatt, the admiral declaring that he 


expected “everything” from it. 

‘This confidence,”" says the ad- 
miral, “is shared by all our subma- 
rine commanders, and no difference 
of opinion exists about ft in the 
navy. It would be a mistake to 
name a definite date, but I am fully 
convinced that if the rate of the 
sinkings Gontinues as at present the 
day must come when England will 
recognize that the war does not 
pay.” 

Questioned about losses of sub- 
marines and as to antisubmarine 
methods, Admiral Scheer said: 

“With almost ideal obstinacy the 
English miss the mark and so far 
we have only been met with guns, 
nets and mines and not with any 
new antisubmarine appliances. I 
can confirm the statement recently 
made regarding our losses, which in 
the average are two to three month- 
ly and are more than equaled by 
new construction.” 

Regarding America’s support of 
Great Britain, Admiral Scheer had 
thia to say: “I do not under-esti- 
mate it, neither do I attach too 
much tmportance to it. The Ameri- 
cans may make themselves unpleas- 
ant by means of increased supplies 
of airplanes, technical material it- 
self, but they can hardly harm us 
seriously from a military point of 
view and they will never become 
dangerous. They will no more be 
able to turn the scale In favor of the 
Entente than Italy or Rumania.” 

Admiral Scheer expressed_his con- 
viction that the. submarines will 
have decided the iesue of the war 
before America i@ ready to send a 
large army to Burope.

is the meaning of 
speech? 


The purpose of ‘the constitutional 
guaranty has been térsely stated by 
the highest court in the land in two 
jate casés. Said the Supreme Court 
of the United States: 

“The law is perfectly well 
that the firet ten commandments to 
the Constitution commonly known 
as the ‘Bill of Rights were not in- 
tended to lay down any novel princi- 
ples of the government, but simply 
to embotly certain guarantees and 
immunities which we have inherited 
from our English ancestors, which 
had, from time immerial, been seub- 
ject to certain well-recognised ex- 
ceptions, arising from the necessities 
o fthe case. In corporating these 
principles into fundamental law 
there was no Intention of disregard- 
ing the exceptions which continued 
to be recognized as if they had been 
formally expressed.” 

Again the same court gaid: 

“The main purpose of such con- 
stitutional provisions is to prevent 
ali such previous restrainte by the 
publications as had been practiced 
by other governments, and they do 
not prevent subsequent punishment 
of auch, as May be deemed contrary 
to the public welfare.” 

A few illustrations gathered from 
the judicial decisions will suggest 
to the reader when liberty of speech 
ends and license begins. 

There have been but few attempts 
tw State Legislatures té infringe up- 
on freedom of epeech. A Virginia 
statute prohibiting judges and pub- 
lic school officials from speaking in 
political campaigns has been held 
unconstitutional.

vol4. As the right of free speech 
includes the right to remain silent, 
a Kanéaé statute requiring employ- 
ers to give a certificate § correctly 
stating the reason for the discharge 
of employees has been held uncon- 
etitutional by the Kansas Supreme 
Court, but the soundness of that de- 
cision may be doubted and there is 
authority the other way.

Incitement to 
the commission of a crime is a mis- 
demeanor, at common law, whether 
the crime advocated be actually 
cormmitted or not.” 

Said the New York court: 

“The Constitution places no _ re- 
straint on the power of the Legts- 
lature to punish the publication of 
matter which its injurious to society 
according to the standard of the 
common law. It does not deprive the 
Btate of the primary right of self- 
preservation. . All courts 
and commentators contrast the lib- 


settled l erty of the press with its licentious- 


ness, and condemn as not sanctioned 
by the Constitution of any State 
appeals designed to destroy the repu- 
tation of the citizen, the peace of 
society, or the existence of the gov- 
ernment.” 

Without particular reference to 
the matters noticed in the opening 
paragraph of this communication, 
are public officers clothed with suf- 
ficient power to deal with dangerous 
agitators”? 

Tt is generally thought that there 
is no power to prevent the holding 
of meetings.

“There is no doubt in my mind as 
to the vote the lower house in Con- 
gress will take upon the question of 
submitting to the States the propo- 
sition of national prohibition,” Mr. 
Gandier said. “The Senate having 
approved it, the House can be ex- 
pected to concur. _. Then will come 
the big fight throughout the United 
States. California is among the few 
States that have not a majority of 
‘dry’ legislators. Our duty, there- 
fore, is clear. 

“We must elect a bone-dry Legis- 
lature and I am in favor of making 
the fight during the next eighteen 
months for candidates for the Legis- 
lature who can be depended upon to 
support the issue of national prohi- 
bition. With all our forces united 
and the people aroused to the prop- 
er point of enthusiasm, I believe we 
can get a majority of the State so- 
lons. Past experience has taught us 
that it is questionable whether the 
people would vote the State ‘dry,’ 
but there is an excellent chance to 
land a majority of the legislators. 
This will solve the problem so far 
as California is concerned.” 

ROMINGER BILL, 


The possibility of the so-called Ro- 
minger bill being presented to the 
electors next year is a ticklish ques- 
tion in the ranks of the Anti-Saloon 
Leaguers. They are not particularly 
opposed to the measure and at the 
same time are not crazy about it. 
Mr. Gandier supported it in the Leg- 
islature last winter and might do so 
again next year. “You see, there is 
nothing in that bill to which I am 
opposed,” he said, “and I am in fa- 
vor of everything it provides, but it 
is not a bone-dry measure and many 
of our people will not tolerate the 
compromise it suggests.”

Mayor Woodman is running 
the administration and if the fellows 
who used to browbeat Mayors and 
get what they wanted have thought 
their tactics would prevail with the 
Ireeent head of the government they 
have another think coming. 

The removal of Dee was about the 
most popular official act at the City 
Hall since the summary dismissa] of 
Homer Hamlin. Both of these men 
got too big for their jobs, and to 
remedy the situation it was only 
necessary for a Mayer to show a lit- 
tle backbone.

OS ANGELES was added to the 
L. long chain of Morris Plan 
Ranks of the country yester- 
day, when the local institution bear- 
ing that name. opened for business 
at No. 732 South Spring street. With 
a paid-up capital of $500,000 and a 
directorate comprising some of the 
most distinguished names in the 
business and industrial life of the 
city, the Morris Plan Bank of Los 
Angeles is in a position to make 
loans totaling over $1,000,000 to the 
needy the first year of its existence. 
The idea of the Morris Pian Bank 
is to extend the field of commercial 
credit to include the wage earner 


and the salaried employee. In other 
words, to lend money to the person 
of small means at a reasonable rate 
of interest, thus offsetting the neces- 
sity of the loan shark. It is in no 
sense a charity proposition, but is 
run on strictly business principles 
and the history of the entrance of a 
Morris Pian Bank into a large city 
has always been the disappearance 
of the loan ehark, with his 2 to & 
per cent. a month loans on salaries.

Bank in- 
volves conservation of the savings 
and credits of a large class that has 
heretofore lacked the standing of 
the ordinary borrowers at national 
or State banks, it represents a de- 
velopment of the highest economic 
importance, 

A salary or A wage earner has at 
times urgent need for money to tide 
over an emergency. Such occur- 
rences as the following are legiti- 
mate reasons for a loan: accident, 
new baby, sickness in family, death 
in family, clothing for children or 
parents, to pay up loan shark, to 
pay for education, to begin business, 
to begin housekeeping, to buy sew- 
ing machine to help needy relatives, 
to pay taxes or assessments, to pay 
life insurance premiums, to clean.up 
old debts, to make first payment on 
a home, to make repairs on home, to 
pay for a vacation trip, etc, 


The usual procedure is for an ap- 
plicant seeking a loan toe give a note, 
indorsed by two other persons, who 
thus attest their confidence that he 
will pay the loan when due. After a 
careful investigation by the banka, 
if everything ie satisfactory, the ac- 
comodation ie granted. The bor- 
rower receives the amount desired 
less the interest for the full period 
the note has to run and a charge of 
£2 for investigation on every loan. 
The usual rate of interest is 6 per 
cent. The borrower pays back the 
principal in weekly installments un- 
til the whole amount has been re- 
turned to the bank when the note is 
cancelled, 


Resides making loans the Morris 
Plan Bank affords the small saver 
an opportunity to save money, and 
these savings accounts may be 
started at the rate of only $1 a 
week. The savings scheme of the 
bank is carried out by means of 
what are designated as investment 
certificates. Many poor people in 
eastern cities where Morris Pian 
Banks have been started commenced 
business relations with the institu- 
tion as a borrower to end up as a 
Saver, and there is no reason why 
the experience of the Los Angeles 
organization should not be along the 
same line. 

Although the United tSates has 
only witnessed the establishment of 
this form of helpful banking for the 
poor classes within the last seven 
years, when the first Morris Plan 
Bank was organized, the large Euro- 
pean countries have had the system 
for many generations. In 1914 the 
Bank of France made loans similar

The first Morris Plan Bank was 
established at Norfolk, Virginia, in 
1910. Today there are a total of 
eighty-seven banks operating in the 
United States with an aggregate 
capital of more than $12,000,000. Up 
to the present time total loans have 
been made to borrowers, who would 
otherwise have fallen into the hands 
of loan sharks, of $40,000,000, and 
practically all these loans have been 
in amounts from $25 to $500. The 
success of the Los Angeles institu- 
tion is assured when this record is 
taken into consideration.

LONG BEACH, Sept. 1.—‘Ameri- 
ca’s policy toward other nations has 
been extremely liberal.

Camp Lewis is about three miles 
long. Not less than 9000 men have 
been constantly engaged for several 
weeks, with carts and horses, 
tractors and trucks, hauling millions 
of feet of lumber, tons of nails and 
building hardware, sash and doors, 
windows and material for chimneys, 
while an army of carpenters and 
other artisans plied hammer and 
saw, chisel and auger to frame and 
construct the houses, cooking quar- 
ters, barracks, stables and other 
buildings which go to make up a 
complete military camp. 

At this camp the Los Angeles 
drafted men will be trained for war 
in the trenches, along with the 
quotas from other Western States.

streets; she is simply a girl of nor- 
mal intelligence, uncontrolled emo- 
tions, and with a sense of perverted 
patrioctiem. She is carried away by 
the sight of a uniform, she is burst- 
ing with eagerness to show her good 
will for the enlisted men. In her 
enthusiasm she is indiscreet, and the 
soldiers—well, they are just human 
beings. 
Ata luncheon the other.day, a 
group of prominent people gathered 
te discuss this very problem.

“And the conversation I heard 
made me ache to get at the girl, to 
send her home to her mother.” - 
The Y.M.C.A. takes care of the 
men in camp: it provides recreation 
fer them, and sees to it that they 
are kept healthy and cheerful. It is

“Criticiam has been heard because 
of the securing of a house for Mr. 
Sunday at a rent of $200 a month, 
but when it is considered that from 
fifteen to twenty people will be 
taken care of there, given room and 
bath, it will be seen that ‘the cost is 
very regsonable.” 

Mr. Sunday came here directly 
from the Sunday frulft ranch at Hood 
River, Or. He and. Mre. Sunday 
have been resting there esince the 
close of their New York campaign, 
June 24. 

Mr. Sunday has bookings ahead 
for five years. It is his plan to go 
directly from the Los Angeles cam- 
paign to begin a similar work in 
Atlanta, Ga. Then will follow a 
campaign in Washington, D. C., an- 
other in Chicago, and a closing of 
the year's work with a campaign in 
Duluth.

SUPPLY AND DEMAND—AND PEACE. 


Re 


ONGRESS has not made water run up hill yet, but it has solemnly 
C repeaied the law of supply and demand—and we suppose it will 
next abolish the law of gravitation. To governmental super- 
vision has been reserved the final triumph of mind over matter. The 
great facts of Nature may be stubborn things, but they are slowly 
yleiding to the beneficent influence of the paternalistic Wilson ad- 
ministration. Official regulation of everything from the birth rate to 
the hours when one may eat and the food that may be served, is the 
last word in modern government. The time when a man’s house was 
his castle is as remote as that when one fixed his own price for the 
product of his own labor. Whether wheat be scarce or plentiful, we 
are to pay an arbitrary rate for it. 

Gone are the days of the independent farmer; an open market 
will soon be as great a curiosity as is a hippogriff or a Dinornis. Ad- 
ministration theorists have discovered that a little liberty is a danger- 
ous thing; so they are rewriting the civil law, the moral law, the crim- 
inal law, and the natural law. Descartes believed that the moon reg- 
ulated the movement of the tides. That may have been true in the 
dark ages before the power of government regulation was fully de- 
veloped; but the moon is no ionger permitted to interfere with the 
operations of free government bearing the Wilson-Daniels brand. 
Some day, we suppose, the tides will move under strict governmental 
supervision. | 

Plato believed that the law of supply and demand was superior to 
man-made legislation; but Plato was an ass. We now are assured 
that the law can be suspended or abrogated at will by government 
decree. If Wilson and Hoover say that coal shall be four cents a 
bushel at the pit and six cents a bushel delivered in the bin, that is 
the price of coal, regardiess of whether it costs two cents or seven 
cents to extract it from the earth. The producer who sells coal for 
more commits a felony; if he stores it at the mine, the government 
will take possession of the stock at a price which its deputies will 
name; if he declines to operate the works, the government will mine 
the coal, acting as his agent. The government will take the profit 
but he will be responsible for the loss. A formiess thing such as an 
unwritten law of supply and demand will not be permitted to interfere. 

Written law is now to be supreme. You see the democracy of 
the future will brook no opposition, not even from nature itself. 
Under the ‘‘new democracy”’ the workmen wil! receive higher wages 
but the products of his labor will sell for less. Henceforth it is to 
be possible for the government to reduce the hours of labor and in- 
crease arbitrarily the wages of railway employees, and at the same 
time cut: down freight and passenger rates. The Gompers wage 


scale for miners, involving an increase of from fifty to eighty per. 


cent., is to be enforced by government regulation, but the price of 
coal is to be arbitrarily reduced. in this way the demand is to be 
lessened and the supply increased. Society has been enslaved by 
the unwritten law of supply and demand for at least five thousand 
years; but the day of regeneration is at hand. A merchant will sell 
at the price fixed by the government, and no less, no matter if he be 
overstocked. if he becomes unruly and closes his shop, rather than 


- keep up prices, the government will seize his stock and prosecute 


him crimjnally. Fish may rot in the stalls because there is no de- 
mand for them at the fixed price; but they must not be sold for less. 
The law of supply and demand Is repealed. 

Marked progress along this line has already been made. There 
was a time when the price of wheat in the Chicago pit was the stand- 
ard of the country. Millers bought their supply there; the great 
foreign buyers transacted most of their business there. All the 
JtJeading papers of the country carried the Chicago wheat quotations 
as regularly and as religiously as the weather reports. But the 
Chicago wheat pit has closed its doors. The prices were regulated 
there by the unwritten law of supply and demand and the speculators 
occasionally manipulated the market by cornering the supply. The 
government will attend to all that now. The new arbiter of prices is 
to be an eminent professor who was at one time a member of the Wil- 
son faculty at Princeton. He is totally lacking in business experience; 
but that really doesn’t matter for the old standards of business have 
all been reversed. The head of the government is also the seat of 
the business of the nation—metaphorically speaking of course. 
**Heads | win; taille you lose.’’ And if newspaper writers dare criticise 
or producers dare stop producing, send ’em to jail! ‘‘Let the people 
rule’’? No, Sam Gompers!

HE KAISER has no doubt read with amazement, inflamed by 
ab royal wrath, President Wilson’s reply to the Pope. It was 
sufficiently disappointi to Gott’s ‘‘chosen’’ to discover that 
peace may not be had for his asking; but to have the President ex- 
plain to His Holiness that the pledges of the Hohenzollerns are

It is probable that the Allies were not without a grim sense of 
humor in honoring President Wilson with the office of spokesman in 
rejecting the Pope’s proposal; for it should be remembered that a 
similar one was proffered by the President in the first months of the 
war and was then rejected by Sir Edward Grey in terms closely re- 
sembling those employed by Mr. Wilson in replying to the Pope. 

In the interim the United States has not only learned that it had 
reasons for getting into the war, but alsw its reasons for not getting 
out of the war until victorious. in the beginning almost everyone 
sympathized with Belgium, but was inclined to believe that France 
welcomed the chance for revenge, that Russia was taking a long shot 
for the long sought Bosphorus, and that England was actuated by 
Jealousy. Whatever effect those influences contributed to the 
cause of tlhe war, they long ago ceased to be considered. in the same 
way such ‘‘origins’’ of the war as the Bagdad railroad, the Kiel canal, 
commercial rivairies and Balkan feuds, have ceased to be of the 
slightest importance in studying the present or future status of the 
war. Whatever land-grabbing may develop in Europe, after it is 
over, can have nothing to do with the reasons for fighting the war to an 
Allies’ victory. Whatever political crimes the Allies may be gulity of 
—presuming that they will have failed to learn the same lesson that 
they are teaching Germany—they offer no reason for not fighting on 
until the German government Is overturned. 


IIT. 
HE United States wants peace; and we of this coun- 
T try’ probably want it more deeply and intensely than 
the Germans—or at least than the ruling class of 
Germans—for we have no love of fighting, no _ state-sub- 
sidized professors and preachers recounting the beauties of 


war; and we take no pleasure in looting towns, smashing cathe- 
drais, and terrorizing inhabitants into a fearful respect for our unl- 
forms—all of which is dear to the Junker, of whom the subliminated 
representative is His Majesty of the Shining Armor. The Germans 
now want peace because they are not winning. They cried for 
**World Dominion or Ruin,’’ and being brought near to ruin they are 
welching on the bravado slogan and talking earnestly of an ante 
bellum status. 

Which further shows the great capacity of the Germans for taking 
nonsense seriously. Give the Germans peace on their own terms 
and the world would have none. In a way unmentionable they are 
already preparing for a new generation of Teutons; royalty encour- 
ages bastardy by lending itself as god-parents; and a state appropri- 
ation provides for the care of the illegitimate. They do not want 
peace—they want an armistice. When the German people want peace 
they can have it by taking the power to make war from the control 
of the Hohenzolierns and the aristocracy that upholds them. 

That the German people Mave had their lust for conquest affected 
by hunger is well enough known; but that they have not yet fully 
realized that their Kultur is unacceptable to the world at large, is 
also apparent.

To gauge, to sense the big majority 
ruling of the public taste is the most im- 
portant business of many industries and 
professions. Theatrical and film produ- 
cers, publishers and department stores are 
particularly dependent upon this sense of 
what will draw. 

It may be a science to foretell the finer 
shades of the public taste in many depart- 
ments, but The Times protests that the 
vast body of the people stand for the whole- 
some, the decent, the norma! and the good. 

The bizarre, the vulgar, the prurient are, 
when accepted at all, taken simply as a 
condiment; like mustard, a littie of it goes 
a long way. And those who essay to ex- 
ploit this rare phase of the public taste 
can never hope to make any lasting suc- 


cess. They may create a temporary sensa- 
‘tion, they may win a brief and fleeting 


patronage, but swift and sure sets in the 


revulsion of feeling and the public is itself 


again. 

Positively nothing palls so quickly as 
vulgarity. And whether it is a newspaper 
or magazine, a film production or a dfama, 
dancing or fashions, it is the sweet, the 
clean and the modest that win lasting favor 
and profitable success. The public is in- 
herently faithful to decent ideals; only a 
very small and unprofitable minority can 
be found to support the lewd and the 
screaming. | 

It is safe to say that those who seek to 
found a permanent industry based upon an 
appeal to the public taste, must cater to 
the best and not the worst side of the pub- 
lic character. Bven people who are them- 
selves depraved retain this admiration and 
respect for cleanliness. There are few so 
low that they do not love the pure and the 
modest wherever it can be found. Sweet- 
ness and refinement still rule the world. 
Honesty, manliness, courage, dignity will 
hold the public taste for all time. 

These are bromidic truths that all who 
run may read. It is self-evident on all 
sides. Yet we see wealthy film and play 
producers, anxious for public support and 
approval, offering that public a bizarre con- 
glomeration of smut, produced at tremen- 


dous cost, designed to cater to their 
very lowest passions, astonished 
and amazediy scornful because & 
righteous community rises up in 
protest. 

We see publishers putting forth 
licentious books, and yelling when 
an outraged government bars them 
from the mails. 

There is much loud talk of the 
goody-goody minority. trying to en- 
force its circumscribed outlook upon 
a broad-minded public. But the 
truth is that it ‘s a sternly virtuous 
public insisting upon the decency of 
a vulgar minority. It is not “broad- 
minded” to countenance filth and 
indecency. Too many of the de- 
praved take unction to their soul on 
the score of “broad-mindedness,” 
one of the most prevalent excuses 
for low tastes. — , 

The straight and narrow way is 
the right, the clean, the wholesome 
way. And he who deviates from it 
never gets anywhere that is worth 
getting to. The vast majority of 
the public want to make life’s jour- 
ney by the direct route, the honest, 
straightforward route that is mapped 
out. by the conscience. One may 
step aside and investigate the wind- 
ing bypaths, perhaps, but that is not 
the road one chooses for reaching 
one’s destination—not if one expects 
to make the journey without mishap, 
not if one expects to arrive. 

Just as the skipper who would 
bring his bark safely to port keeps 
to the charted sea roads, putting his 
faith in his compass and ignoring 
the false mirage, so does the aver- 
age man set forth upon his journey 
of life.

But 
it is a cinch that we'll all have to 
“Take our Medicine” somehow. 
Any dose of a World War is D. Bit- 
ter. Mebbe Dr. Benedict's prescrip- 
tion may be worth testing. 

Anyhow, let's Think for a Minute 
—such as have the Wherewithal. 

Did ever any statesman in the 
world face a more frightful respon- 
sibility than in saying “Yes” or 
“No” to this Peacemaker? How 
many million lives hang on the an- 
swer of the Allies to the Pope? 
What bankrupt nations, extinguished 
homes, obliterated families—not to 
mention petty things liké personal 
beggary and bereavement in a 
dozen countries—will lie upon the 
soul that does not Welcome any 
chance of an Honorable Peace? 

Peace would disappoint a good 
‘many politicians, munition facto- 
ries, contractors, and so on. Though 
if they didn’t make shrapnel they 
could make shoes and shirts. War 
would more than “disappoint” ten 
million homes, even in this one 
country. Mothers have a curious, 
selfish liking to have sons; and girls 
a ditto to have brothers and sweet- 
hearts; and I am positive that Sher- 
lock Holmes could find, here and 
there, a male American who is no 
slacker, but would just as soon “Do 
his Bit” by Mother, Sis and Girlie 
as fight England's battles. 

Of course every sane person real- 
izes that the Pope’s Suggestion and 
Wilson's Answer are merely a Try-

A force of 1000 men was put to 
work August 12, and then, as the 
contractor has received additional 
orders from the government and the 
problem of the hardpan has arisen, 
with the order for miles of concrete 


sewer system. he has increased 
the force. The beginning of the 
past week there were 2000 men 


at work and now there are 2500. 
To expedite the sewer trenching a 
force of 100 drillers was put on night 
duty the past week. The rapid in- 
creasing of the force of laborers 
means much work in itself, for 
everything in the camp is under 
army regulations and the men must 
all be properly housed and fed. A 
big force of men worked all night 
to get a big mess kitchen ready to 
accommodate the last 1000 men em- 
ployed. 

Sanitation is the watchword in the 
camp, as well as speed in the work 
performed. Flies and ,dirt are fought 
religiously by the men in charge. 
Every workman has a clean spring 
cot bed, the bedding of which he 


neatly rolls up at the head of the 


bed each morning for inspection. The 
great mess kitchens are in charge of 
“Big John,” a famous chef. who 
fed the workmen of the aqueduct. 
“Big John,’ whose name is Restelle. 
is undisturbed by the size of his 
family, for he simply multiplies his 
orders and proceeds to provide ac- 
cordingly. More than $2500 is spent 
daily for food at the camp. The ten 
big mess kitchens are modern in 
every respect. Great revolving 
ovens turn out 
every thirty minutes, 175 pies every 
half-hour, and 300 pounds of cake 
in the same time. “Big John’s” fam- 
ily eats 250 gallons of hot cakes 
each morning, 4000 pounds of meat, 
1500 pounds of beans and 7000 bis- 
cuits. Everything is of the best 
grade and cooked deliciously. Steaks, 
cake, hot rolls and good pies are on 
the menu. The problem of securing 
dishes for the construction camp has 
been difficult. Every agate plate and 
metal knife and fork in the stores 
of San Diego, Los Angeles and San 
Francisco has been bought. The last 
supply for the last 1000 men came 
from Kansas City. 
THE MILITARY CHIEFS. 

Maj. Charles H. Nichols, Engineer 
Corps, is in charge of the construc- 
tion of the camp. He relieved First 
Lieut. Charles 8S. Rogers, who came 
here from Washington and superin- 
tended the camp in the early stages.

The completion of the great can- 
tonment will be a matter of but a 
few days once the task of digging 
the sewer and water trenches is 
done. Some of the buildings can- 


not be erected while the blasting is 
being done. All the buildings are 
of balloon construction, and when 
unretarded by the sewer work they 
ean be thrown up in a day or two. 
To date, 19,200 feet of the 40,000 
feet of water trenching is open and 
5700 feet of water main laid; the 
sewer trench is half opened arfl a 
considerable portion laid. All the 
storehouses are finished and seventy- 
eight company messes, and a total 
of 115 buildings has now been 
reached. The telephone exchange 
is in and the entire gas system laid. 
About 13,900 feet of the 44,000 feet 
of sewer trenching is finished. About 
1,678,000 feet of lumber has been 
used in the buildings now up. 


Before the 20th Inst., the date set’ 


for completion, the contractors ex- 
pect to have the big camp finished. 
The date for completion was at first 
set for the Ist iInst., but the ,hard- 
pan and the many additional con- 
tracts. given by the government 
made this an impossibility. 

Although the constructing quar- 
termaster, Maj. Nichols, and his 
staff are very busy, other officers 
who have arrived are left without 
anything to. do untfl the troops are 
there. While watching the stu- 
pendous task of the contractors In 
digging and blasting the trenches, 
some of the officers have been heard 
to wonder why the hardpan site was 
chosen. 

Their problem will come later, for 
whé@n the camp ts built they will 
have to find a soft spot where the 
men may practice digging trenches. 
It is a certainty thev never can dig 
trenches in the hardpan of the mesa 
soil.

But the Franklin “boys” have found 
out that each child is a little natural 
barometer as regarde the real af- 
fection a person in authority has for 
him, and, loving children, they strive 
always @o gain the little folks’ de- 


Immense tact and patience were, 
of course, required in the handling 
of the 600 children who take part 
in “Jack and the Beanstalk’’—but, 
at that, the Franklin brothers con- 
fees they find ft far easier to handle 
children, now that they are accus- 
tomed to-it, than they do older 
actors. The children are very tem- 
peramenta!l at times, and exceeding- 
ly clever, too. For instance, In a 
scene where little Virginia Corbin 
had to weep, she got into the epirit 
of it so thoroughly that she ap- 
parently couldn't stop crying. Her 
mama petted her and so did the 4i- 
rectors. Finally she looked up coy- 
ly from under her long lashes. “May- 
be,” she suggested, “maybe I could 
stop crying if IT had some ice 
cream.” Needless to say, it was at 
once forthcoming. SBhe was the 
sweetest «nd most tractable of chil- 
dren at all times, as well as bril- 
Hantly intelligent. 

Francis Carpenter ts a really brave 
youngster. Once, when he was with 
the Fine Arts, there were a lot of 
stunts to be done by him in a pic- 
ture. It was proposed to substitite 
a boy who was a little older, but no 
bigger, tn those ecenes. But Francis 
wouldn't atand for it; he insisted on 
doing even the hardest stunt, viz., 
being swune from an automobdtie on- 
to a moving frain. Francis has 
worked with wild anitmala, too, and 
loves ther.

It ie worthy of note that George 
Bernard Shaw, Max Nordau and 
even Henrik Ibsen himself  pro- 
claimed Nicholas Dunaew the only 
actor who had ever portrayed “Os- 
wald,”* the unfortunate heir to de- 
generate tendencies tn “Ghosts,” as 
Ibsen conceived the character. A 
former Russian character actor once 
told me that Dr. Ibsen’ clasped 
Dunaew in his arm after witnessing 
a performince in Christiania and 
gaid, “You ARE Oswald.” The late 
Pope Pius presented Dunaew with a 
valuable ring for his poem, “Michael 
Angelo,” which was published in 
Rome about five years ago. 

Coming to America for the first 
time eleven years ago with Alla 
Nazimova, Dunaew stayed only a 
short time and returned to Burope. 
Some four years ago he returned to 
the United States and became a 
naturalized American citizen. Enter- 
ing motion pictures via the scenario 
route he became known as one of 
the most striking figures in screen 
success, “My Official Wife.” featur- 
ing Clara Kimball Young and 4di- 
rected by James Young, was written 
by Mr. Dunaew, who also assisted 
in the direction.

| SIMPLE RULES FOR 
DESCENDING GRADES. 


In driving down steep grades vari- 
ous resistances may be utilized to 
keep the car under control. If the 
engine is kept running and the gears 
are tn high, there is only slight re- 
sistance. This may be increased by 
shifting into second speed and fur- 
ther increased by shifting into 
first. When still further resistance 
ia needed to maintain a check on 
the progress of the car and it is not 
desired to use the brakes, the igni!- 
tion may be shut off and the throttle 
closed. By opening the throttle the 
resistance is still further increased. 
The maximum of resistance and the 
best control on a dangerously steep 
hill may be obtained by shifting into 
firat. switching off the ignition and 
applying the brakes at intervals. 


LOOSE RIMS SOON 
WEAR OUT TIRES. 


It is generally understood nowa- 
days that wheels which are out of 
alignment cause undue tire wear. 
Few owners, however, realize that 
rims which are loose or otherwise 
Improperly mounted will 
same effect of causing excessively 
rapid tread wear. A loose rim gen- 
erally makes its presence known by 
a clicking or squeaking sound. This 
is not always so, for occasionally a

BRATIANO'S STATEMENT. 

“Your presence is a manifestation 
of the brotherhood of arms which 
makes us happy and proud in the 
midst of our trials and suffering, in 
the unequal struggle with an enemy 
which has set back for many cen- 
turies the conception of relations be- 
tween belligerents,” said M. Bratiano. 
“Rumania upholds the justice of its 
position and will not alter its deci- 
sion at any cost. That decision can- 
not find etronger encouragement 
than the participation in this strug- 
gle of the moral and material forces 
of the great republic of the new 
world which places its ceaseless 
energy, its high character, its justice 
and its American genius at the serv- 
ice of humanity. This participation 
is a guarantee of final peace, a foun- 
tain of peaceful progress. 

“Rumania will find in the princt- 
ples of justice and liberty the condl- 
tions necessary for its legitimate de- 
velopmenta, thanks to the union of 
the Rumanian people up to this time 
cruelly oppressed by Austria-Hungary 
and prevented from enjoying nation- 
al life in conformity with their own 
civilization, aspirations and inter- 


ests. 

“Our actual association in arms, 
the dangers which we face together, 
the great duty, for the accomplish- 
ment of which we shall contribute 
each according to his means, will 
establish between us and the great 
republic a bond of greater value 
than we can estimate, for it will con- 
stitute between our countries an un- 
dying friendship which peace will 
strengthen and develop.” 

Gen. Scott’s reply to the welcome 
of the Rumanian leaders was fre- 
quently interrupted by applause. The 
American officer spoke in English 
and his address was translated into 
French by Col. T. B. Mott. 

REPLY. 

After thanking the Rumanftans for

“We have come with a message 
from the other side of the ocean, to 
assure you of American brother- 
hood.

OSPITAL SUPPLIES 
NEEDED IN RUSSIA. 


RED CROSS EXPERT REPORTS 
CONDITIONS ABROAD. 


Tetanus Antitoxin and Powdered 
Optum Needed to Relieve Wound- 
ed Soldiers—Slav Surgical] Ex- 
perts Make Most of Facilities at 
Hand. 


[BY ATLANTIO CABLE AND 4 P.) 
PETROGRAD, Aug. 20.—An esti- 
mate of the situation in Russia was 
made today by Dr. Frank Billings of 
Chicago, one of the leaders of the 
American Red Cross experts, after a 
fortnight’s observation in Petrograd 
since the American Red Cross mis- 
sion arrived here. 

“The new government is facing the 
present crisis with clearness of vision 
and sincerity of purpose, which, since 
the formation of the Ministry less 
than two weeks ago has not fatled 
in confidence,” Dr. Billings waid. 
“While the serioysness of the situa- 
tion is manifest, there is every rea- 
son to hope that the present govern- 
ment will be strengthened by the 
full confidence of the Russian people 
for the great task before it.” 

Dr. Billings, W. B. Thompson and 
other members of the mission, 


they were sent to Ruasia. Already 
they have established a big working 
headquarters in the Hotel d’ Europe 
and a supply house in Moscow. They 
also have met and conferred with 
heads of the government from whom 
they report most hearty co-opera- 
tion. For the technical skill and 
proficiency of Russian physicians and 
surgeons, . Billings expr 
great admiration, while the hos- 
pitals, he said, were “run as well as 
any in the world. He especially 
commended the inventive genius of 
the Russian surgeons. The mem- 
bers of the commission expect to 
visit Moscow during the coming 
week, 

“The mission has been most 
cordially received by the provisional 
government,” said Dr. Billings. “We 
now are in active co-operation with 
the sanitary department of the army 
and with the Russian Red Cross and 
are about to get into touch with the 
Zemstvos and unions, these organiza- 
tions comprising the great relief 
organizations of the people. 

“While these organizations have] 
exhausted every effort in the manu- 
facture of supplies and are doing ex- 
gelient work otherwise, we found 
the armies in great need of medical 
and surgical supplies which are 
vitally necessary for the care of 
the wounded. Tetanus‘ antitoxin, 
powdered opium and many other 
things are not to be had in adequate 
quantities In Russia. We are study- 
ing these requirements and with the 
co-operation of the war council and 
the Red Cross at Washington the 
most vital of these needs will be 
met at once. 

“We have been deeply impressed 
by the members of the provisional 
government whom we have met. We 
feel that we have the support of the 
government, and with adequate as- 
sistance from home we will be able 
to render great service to the Rus- 
sian people.” 

All the members of the commis- 
sion are in excellent health.

GERMANS CONTINUE 
DEPORTATIONS. 


[A. FOREION 
ROTTERDAM (Netherlands) July 
30.—The seeming contradiction be- 


tween the news of continued deporta- 


tions in Belgium, and German 
declarations that no deportations to 
Germany have taken place since 
February, last, apparently is to be 
explained by the fact that deported 
Belgians are now being sent to work 
behind the lines on the western 
front, in the repair of roads. the 
laying of railroads and construction 
of works of defence. Instead of the 
former economic pretext, military 
grounds are put forward to justify 
these measures. 

The fresh deportations began in 
the region of Luxemburg and 
Hainault, according to a correspond- 
ent of the Nieuwe Rotterdam 
Courant. In the former case the 
entire male population was trans- 
ported to the neighborhood of the 
front in northern France. The so- 
cial standing of the men was not 
considered. This seems to be the 
case at other places, too. People 
in Belgium fear these fresh deporta- 
tions will be increased. 


GERMANS PERMIT

FOOL TAXATION, “SOFT DRINK.” 


Free American Commonwealths Repeating the Fatal 
Economic Errors of Feudal Autocracies.

the legislators of the 
U numerous commonwealths now 
classed, and in the future to 

be elassed as “dry” States happen, 
by some auspicious combination of 
good fortune and good judgment, to 
experience a radical change of heart 
in the matter of taxation, this free 
democracy appéars to be fated to 
pass through a repetition of the fa- 
tal economic errors which were the 
favorite diversion of feudal systems 
they needed 


The instinet of every individual 
endowed with powers of taxation is 
to load the taxes on those necessi- 
ties which are most commonly in 
use, with disregard of the attendant 
circumstance that the monest 
necessity is demonstrated by that 
very fact to be the necessity most 
nearly indispensable. So France 
laid its salt gabelle, In ignorance of 
the fundamental need of humanity 
for salt ad lib, if the blood supply 
is to remain lively and limpid. The 
hideous excesses of the French rev- 
olution, In large measure, were tor- 
tured humanity’s revenge upon its 
bloodsuckers. So continental Eu- 
rope taxed God's sunlight by charg- 
ing people according to the number 
of their windows, and tuberculosis 
took return tolls in death. 

We have now twenty-six “bone- 
dry” States, and after 1918 there 
will be several more. All of the 
“dry” States have felt keenly the 
loss of revenue occasioned by the 
closing of their breweries and sa- 
loons. In many of these common- 
wealths, especially in the South, it 
has been the practice of the legis- 
latures to attempt to keep the State 
treasury solvent by imposing heavy 
license taxes on the soft-drink “par- 
lors,” so that today it is not possi- 
ble to obtain in many parts of the 
country a glass of grape juice or a 
lemon soda without paying, at least 
indirectly, a substantial tax to State 
or municipality. 

Obviously there is no more logical 
reason for this form of taxation than 
there would be for imposing a tax 
on the milkman or baker. The sole 
shadow of precedent is that, pre- 
viously, the State asserted the right 
to tax one thing invested in liquid 
form and now taxes another. The 
sole warrantee of right it advances 
is the ancient and purely feudal 
allegation that ft needs the money. 

The fundamental error made by 
all these rule-of-thumb legislators 
is identical with that made by the 
salt and window taxers of ignorant 
Europe; they do not comprehend in 
the least that the universal craving 


| 


for “soft ks” augurs an equally 
universal @ need comparable 


to man’s need of sunlight and salt. 

“Soft drinks” satisfy a. genuine 
need in that they supply food to the 
human economy in palatable form. 
The familiar bottle of soda contains 
& certain quantity of sugar, which 
is a most valuable food. It con- 
stitutes a mild yet definitely stim- 
ulating factor. There is every rea- 
son for a man to betake himself 
to the soda fountain when he feels 
“played out”—every need for him to 
do so when the thermometer lingers 
around 100 degrees—and refresh 
himself with grape juice or any oth- 
er mild beverage that appeals to his 
palate. 


There is now a national duty of rec- 
ognizing the great value of sugar asa 
stimulant, and of realizing that it 
makes no difference to the human 
organf’m whether the sugar is taken 
in the lump form, as a chocolate 
drop, or in a bottle of soda water. 
We need only look abroad, to the 
battlefields of Europe, to see sugar 
holding a place of honor with all 
armies for restoration of the soldiery 
under the most exhi strains. 


Science does not urge, in connec- 
tion with the soda fountain, the 
economic error of paying 5 or 10 
cents for 1 cent’s worth of sugar. 
But there is, in connection with the 
nutrition furnished—and the popular 
willingness to pay the price demon- 
strates it—a,thirst-quenching prop- 
erty inherent in these “soft drinks” 
which has a distinct value for the 
human economy. In England the 
people have indulged extensively in 
fruit juices, such as raspberry shrub, 
for years. while England’s bottled 
beverages on the order of 
ginger ale have an international rep- 
utation, 

_ Here, with the passing of alcoholic 
beverages, the use of the expressed, 
natural fruit juices and of other 
nonalcoholic drinks is increasing 
very rapidly. The old-fashioned 
cider, pressed at the neighboring mill 
and stored in barrels, has been suc- 
ceeded by apple juice made from 
sound fruit, carbonated, bottled un- 
der pressure, and pasteurized. Such 
cider has all the properties of fresh- 
ly expressed apple juice, and, in ad- 
dition, the effervescent quality of 
champ 

Already many breweries are bot- 
tling apple cider with profits as great 
for themselves and with satisfaction 
for the consumer as ample as at- 
tended the brewing of beer.

The men of 
the German navy have been entering 
them all on merchant ships for years 
and years; they have been merchant 
sailors for an ultimate purpose, and 
to that purpose they have been ready 
to sacrifice anything and everything. 

That is why we always used to 
smile when the Kaiser, or Von 
Koester, or Tirpitz spoke of the Ger- 
man navy a8 @ necessary weapon of 
defense. The German sailor's idea 
of defense was to gv out after the 
other fellow, and for long years 
he perfected himself in the know!l- 
edge of the best way t> go. 

I have myself been engaged in 
maneuvers when, from the general 
orders received. beforehand, and the 
special duties allotted to certain 
men, we could make an accurate and 
unanimous guess at the portion of 
the British coast that was aimed at 
in theory. 


BRITISH NAVY’S LESSON. 


I mention these things because 
they bear very important), on the 
hundreds of English invasion argu- 
ments I have heard. The pessimists 
would say, “We cannot invade Eng- 
land. The British navy has tested 
the possibilities, and always found 
them very remote. They know the 
difficulties from actual experience, 
for they covered the wonderful land- 
ing on Galipollt.”’ 

It is_worth remarking here that 
the German navy man has the high-

est admiration for the British navy’ 


man; and that experts set down the 
work of the British navy at Galli- 
poll as among its finest feats, wheth- 
er at the landings or the evacua- 
tions. 

The arguments of those who be- 

lieve an invasion could be carried out 
are based-on the fact that before the 
war the British army was not ca- 
pable of testing any scheme, wheth- 
er for defensive or offensive, and 
that the knowledge gained from 
such maneuvers is negligible. 
‘ “They were only undertaken to 
buck the British public,” I have 
heard a man say, “and to make 
them believe that the British navy 
Was quite sufficient to insure Eng- 
land against invasion. But we have 
tested our plans every way and spent 
years and hundreds of millions of 
marks in perfecting them. We ought 
to know.” 

As for the actual schemes of Ger- 
man invasion, I may recall the fact 
that the first one, which depended 
on the execution of the Kaiser's 
“six weeks to Paris” time table, was 
that of bridging the narrows. 

Calais was to fall into the hands 
of Germany and a landing was to 
be forced under cover of the great 
guns, with a twenty-mile range, 
which were lying, all ready for the 
purpose, at Krupp’s when the war 


n. 
That cherished plan was tested at 
Stralsund in May, 1914, and I myself 
took part in the test. U-21, among 
a number of submarines and other 
smali craft, was supposed to be re- 
sisting an attempt made to transport 
troops across to the Island of Ru- 
gan, under cover of enormously pow- 
erful ‘guns. 

The distance, the conditions and 
the idea were ecxactiv what the 
Kaiser fondly hoped would result 
from the overrunning of France. 


OLD SCHEME HOPELESS. 


The French at the battle of the 
Marne, and the British at the two 
battles of Ypres, stood successfully 
between the Kaiser and Calais; and 
his twenty-mile guns are still wait- 
ing in Belgium. 

Occasionally they turned upon 
Nieuport, but the time has gone by 
when any hope of their fufilling the 
purpose for which they were cast 
can remain to the German Emperor. 

The plan was a feasible one, all the 
same. We learned enough at Stral- 
sund, in 1914, to declare that neither 
the British grand fleet, nor all the 
British submarines and mosquito 
fleet, could be certain of preventing 
a fleet of transports landing a Ger- 
man army in Kent under cover of 
the great gcuns at Calais. 

When Calais became remote we at 
Kiel at once discerned all the signs 
of a reversion to an invasion plan 
tested at the naval maneuvers in 
September, 1911. Those tests also 
took place in the Baltic. where the 
fleet was more secure from observa- 
tion than in the North Sea. and 
where the fiction of defensive trials 
of invasion plans could better be 
maintained. 

An outline of these maneuvers is 
worth giving. The whole fleet of 200 
war vessels took part, and over half 
a million of soldiers as well. The 
navy bases were the two ports of 
Travimunde and Swinemunde. The 
exact division of forces was, of 
course, hidden from all concerned; 
but the result could not be hidden 
from the navy. 

In brief, an army of at least 200,- 
000 men was embarked oon trans- 
ports, which operated from ports 
roughly corresponding to Emdem, 
Withelmshaven, Cuxhaven and Kiel. 

As the British did at Gallipoli, the 
firet landine force was conveved to 
the landing points in the warships 
themselves. In the face of superior 
defending forces the landing was 
made, and, by the clever use of cov- 
ering troops from the transport, was 
actually established. 

TRIPS TO BRITISH COAST. 

It was in the spring of 1915 that 
the idle merchant ships lying in the 
deserted harbor of Hamburg and 
Bremen were one by one fitted out 


as transports and slipped quietly 
away. 
From that time forward the 


strangest movements of merchant 
ships in ballast began to be whis- 
pered; many of the stories told and 
some of the things I witnessed can 
only be explained under the as- 
sumption that the German high 
command was deliberately seeking to 
throw dust in the eyes of their own 
people. 

Then began the dashes of sections 
of the German fleet for the British 
coast, and the hurried bombard- 
ments of places such at Yarmouth 
and Séarborough, which seemed to 
have annoyed the British. people so 
much. 

They were, of course, only trial 
trips, made with the object of seeing 
what naval forces could be drawn 
off by such skirmishing demonstra- 
tions. In the end, as will be remem- 
bered, the Germans were caught on 
one of these experimental dgshes 
and made to pay dearly for their en- 
terprise. 

In the meantime the steady re- 
hearsal of troops in the business of 


embarking and disembarking from 
transports was going forward on the 
Baltic coast. 

In September, 1915, ajl was ready 
for a real trial, and I know thar 
twice in that month a force of 70,000 
men was embarked from the four 
ports I have mentioned—Kiel, Wil- 
helmshaven, Cuxhaven and Emden— 
and an invasion of England was ac- 
tually attempted. 

In each instance the flotillas of 
transports turned back before they 
had left the shelter of the Helgoland 
mine fields. Whether they found 
the British fleet too vigilant, or 
whether these expeditions were only 
in the nature of dress rehearsal, I 
am unable to decide. I only know 
that the whole German navy was 
trerhendously excited by the trials, 
which were taken most seriously by 
all concerned in them. 

In November of the same year a 
third and more serious start appears 
to have been made. In this case the 
advance guard of one section of 
transports at least must have come 
into contact with some hostile war- 
ships, for I have the very best au- 
thority for saying that merchant 
ships, fitted as transports, and rather 
severely damaged by the shell fire of 
what may have been the guns of tor- 
pedo craft, were fitting and repair- 
ry) Withelmshaven docks early in 


Uniess I am very much mistaken, 
several of this squadron of trans- 
ports were sunk, and most of those 
aboard were lost, in the attempt to 
cross the North Sea with troops. 

The mystery observed in connec- 
tion with this affair was heightened 
by the appearance of a whole swarm 
of secret service agents in the Ger- 
rete naval bases at the end of 

915. 

These pests encouraged sailors to 
talk about the affair, and a number 
of men received summary punish- 
ment merely for repeating the tales 
that were current at the time. 

They had a very difficult task In 
making the navy men who really 
took part in the affair open their 
mouths: for no German sailor is 
likely to unburden himself of even 
the most commonplace news when 
any person strange to him happens 
to be present. = 

My own information has all been 
derived from hints and allusions, 
dropped in my bar when ai few 
cronies were talking in assured 
privacy; and even then, it is very 
little that any of them would say 
before mre, except two or three of 
the submarine men who had served 
with me for years 

The expeditions I have mentioned, 
however, cannot be set down as de- 
liberate attempts to invade Engiand, 


any more than a two minutes’ bom-, 


bardment of Yarmouth can be called 
a challenge to the British fleet, or 
the appearance of one or even ten 
airplanes over London “*Yreal 
attempt to wreek the capital from 
the air. 


It is enfe to say that troops have) 


been embarked for an invasion, just 
as airplanes have been sent to Lon- 
don for a bombardment. In both 


“eases the adventure was an experi- 


ment, a foretaste of what will come 
if German plans can be put into 
execution. 

Because airplanes do reach Eng- 
land and the transports with troops 
have not succeeded in doing so, it 
is obvious that the areial defenses 
of the country are not so strong ar 
the naval defenses, and that most 
danger is to be apprehended from 
an aerial attack. 

None the less, the whole German 
navy implicitly believes that a fixed 
Plan exists for the invasion of Great 
iritain, and that it will be put into 
execution before the final die ts cast 
in this great war. 

The evidence of the maneuvers of 
a decade and of the war-time ex- 
periments goes to show that the 
plan involves probably the sacrifice 
of every capital ship Germany pos- 
sesses, and the fixed intention of the 
navy is to exact as heavy a price as 
possible for every ship. 

It must be supposed that a perlod 
of reckless mine laying will precede 
the great attempt, and in this con- 
nection it should be noted that the 
construction of mine-laying subma- 
rines has been one of the features 
of Germany's shipbuilding in recent 
times. 

A great air raid upon every acces- 
sible point of the English coast will 
no doubt be organised for the same 
night. 

WHEN FLEET COMES OUT. 
-At the same time the German 
fieet will eally boldly out and en- 
gage the Grand Fieet of Great Brit- 
ain in a running fight, making a 
desperate endeavor to draw every 
possible ship away to the north as 
far as possible. 

From Zeebrugge whole hosts of 
torpedo craft and small submarines 
will put out, attacking chosen 
points on the English coast, and at- 
tacking the patrols from ali direc- 
tions to the defense. 

In the midst of all the confusion 
the transports, with their convoys of 
cruisers, submarines and torpedo 
eraft, will make boldly for the Brit- 
ish coast, through water lanes prog 
tected with mines, as far as the sub- 
marine mine layers can make that 
possible. 

They will carry from 70,000 to 80,- 
000 picked men, of the sort who are 
now being selected as “shock troops” 
on the western front. Their mis- 
sion will be to land upon the British 
coast, or perish in the attempt. 

Such is a rough sketch of the Ger- 
man navy man's idea of the in- 
vasion of England, in which every 
ship and every man is grimly deter- 
mined to plav an allotted part, 
though it involves extinction. 

If vou point out that it is a des- 
perate plan, they say that it will not 
he executed until Germany its in a 
desperate position; and into such a 
position they can see the Fatherland 
is fast drifting. 

Attacks at a dozen places at once, 
and confusion and panic in all direc- 
tions are expected. 

In the midst of all this disorgani- 
zation and confusion the invaders 
will set about their work ferocionusliv 
and ruthlessly. With all possibility 
of retreat cut off from behind them, 
they must strike for a quick and 
sensational success. 

“They will capture London ané 
bring the accursed Fnglish to their 
knees,” is the invariable conclusion 
of thie German dream. It is a 
dream, as the Spanish Armada was 
a dream: but it ts a dream which 
the dangerous madmen of German 
high control will attempt to make 
a reality. 

Germany has other sea plans, too: 
plans which involve America and 
are based upon the experiences of 
the U-53 off the American coast. She 
has naval plans for the Pacific, ana 
even for the Far

most popular star of the screen. at- 
tended a stage performance of “Re- 
becca” and fell so in love with the 
character and the story that she 
prevailed on her producers (the old 
Biograph company) to obtain the 


|rights of the story for pictures. The 


author, Kate Douglas Wiggin,. would 
not consent to a picturization of her 
story then regardless of the fabu- 
lous sum offered her for the rights. 
But Miss Pickford determined to 
get this story for pictures, and for 
the past niné years has kept after 
the author each time with an in- 
crease in purchase price. and finally 
succeeded a few months ago, when 
the author was convinced that Mary 
was the ideal person to tmmortalize 
the little girl of the New England 
village on the screen.

{Tha Outlook:] When our troops 
marched through the streets of Paris 
on Independence Day they were 
pelted with flowers and were greet- 
ed with shouts by the crowds. S50 
were the envovs of France hailed 
and applauded by the throngs in 
American cities. But there was one 
thing that happened in Paris that 
did not happen here. That is told in 
a cable dispatch in a single sentence: 
“The Americans were greatly sur- 
prised to see a number of children 
kneel in the streets as the flag was 
carried by.” 

Early in @he war Rostand wrote 
a poem about the American flag. He 
told of a German reaching up and 
cutting out the stars, hoping thereby 
that he might destroy the idealism 
for which our nation has stood. Then 
Rostand told how the night wind 
came, and the desecrated flag, lifting 
its folds in the breeze, showed 
through its, torn fleld the very stars 
in the heavens. 

For some of the people of France 
the flag of the United States may 
have such symbolism, but not for 
the little French children that knelt 
in the street. For them it meant 
only succor and a helping hand in 
the dark. And the children of 
France, as they kneel in the pres- 
ence of our flag. are nearer the heart 
of the truth than even the French 
poet, for there is no true idealism 
possible to those who refuse to give 
help to men, women and little chil- 
dren suffering in the defense of 
ideals. 

There is now a new glory in the 
flag, and those who are bearing it 
and will bear it on the battlefield of 
Europe will find no greater tribute 
than that paid to them by the kneel- 
ing children of Paris. Our soldiers 
will have rendered their country the 
highest service, in as much as they 
have done it unto the least of these.

Merger of a Million Lutherans Memorial of Luther Anniversary. 
Three Bodies Joined to Celebrate Quadricentennial of Reforma- 
tion Effecting a Union—Divided for 50 Years—General Synod 
Has Ratified Draft of Constitution—Others Wii! Act This Fall. 


that the permanent monument 
in commemoration of the 400th 
anniversary of the Reformation un- 
der Martin Luther will be the United 
Lutheran Church of America. 
Divided for fifty years, three im- 
partant branches of the church are 
now speeding toward a merger which 
will unite nearly 1,000,000 commu- 
nicant members into one body. 
Although the trend of the church 
for ten years has been toward this 
union, it is the quadricentennial of 
the Reformation, which, happily and 
appropriately, is bringing it to pass. 
United to honor Luther, the church 
ig endeavoring to cement the bond 


permanently. . 

Of the three divisions involved in 
the merger, the General Synod has" 
already ratified a constitution draft- 
ed for the proposed church. The 
General Council, which is now on 
record in favor of the proposal 
through the action of an important 
committee, will likely fellow with 
its official indorsement at a meeting 
in Philadelphia in October. The Unit- 
ed Synod of the south has called a 
special meeting in November at Sal- 
isbury, 8.D., for the presentation of 
the plan. 

By November, 1918, less than two 
years from the beginning of the 
movement toward union, leaders 
expect that the United Lutheran 
Church of America will be a reality. 

There is dramatic interest in the 
first steps toward this merger, a 
chapter in church history with the 
narrative of a story book. 

UNITES LEADERS. | 

To arrange for the observance of 
the anniversary, the three Lutheran 
bodies appointed a Joint Lutheran 
Committee for the Celebration of the 
Quadricentennial of the Reforma- | 
tion. The celebration is taking place 
this year, the anniversary being dat- 
ea from October 31, 1417, when Lu-/! 
ther nailed his famous ninety-five 
theses on the door of the church at 
Wittenberg. Presidents of the three 
divisions of the church, leading 
clergymen and laymen were named 
on this committee. 

The leaven of unton, planted in 
this committee by a common desire 
to honor the birth of their church, 
worked marvels. Members of the 
committee began wondering why the 
church had ever separated, and why 
it should remain separated. The dif- 
ferences in forms of worship which 
had split the denomination a half- 
century ago seemed insignificant in

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The climax, sudden and yet mere- 
ly a step in a gradual evolution, 
—— at a meeting of this committee 
in Philadelphia last April 18. Called 
together to discuss the celebration, 
the committee gave the entire day 
to a consideration of the possibili- 
ties of uniting the church. Clergy- 
men and laymen were unanimous in 
support of the plan. 

Although lacking the official pow- 
er to consummate the merger, the 
committee could at least act authori- 
tatively. At the meeting were the 
presidents of the three bodies which 
were to be united. The clerical lead- 
ers and prominent laymen were urg- 
ing the proposition. The result was 
a'resolution requesting the three 
presidents to name a committee to 
draw up a constitution for the United 
Lutheran Church of America. 

It is a coincidence that the mem- 
orable meeting of this committee 
was held on the 336th anniversary of 
laither’s heroic stand before the 
church leaders at Worms. 

Events moved rapidly after that 
meeting of the celebration commit- 
tee. Requests were sent tmmediate- 
ly to the various church boards of 
the three bodies to submit plans for 
uniting their activities, 

ON CONSOLIDATION, 

The consolidation of denomina- 
tional boards hag often proved a 
stumbling block to church mergers. 
RPoards and bureaus mean jobs, 
sometimes jealously guarded. Luth- 
erans forgot their individual boards 
in their hope and interest in the 
welfare of the united church, 

Each of the ahree bodies has 
boards for home missions, foreign 
missions, inner missions (which is 
the equivalent of the social service 
activities in other denomina- 
tions. Yet by the time the com- 
mittee on constitution met in 
Harrisburg in May these boards 
had agreed on plans for uniting 
their organizations and their activi- 
ties. The consolidation. plans were 
legaliv drawn and submitted to the 
committee. The boards went further 
and gave their own approval of the 
proposed merger. 

Its task thus simplified, the com- 
mittee drafted a constitution “for 
proposed United Lutheran 
Church in America,” setting forth 
the demand for union in this pre- 
amble: 

“We, members of the Evangelical 
Lutheran congregations in America, 
associated in Evangelical Lutheran 
Svnods, recognizing our duty as peo- 
ple of God to make the inner unity 
which we have with one another 
manifest in the common confession, 
defense and maintenance of our 
faith, and in united efforts for the 
extension of the kingdom of God at 


United States have cangeht the merg- 


home and abroad; realizing the 
vastness ef the field that God 
assigned us for our labors in this; 
western world, and the greatness of 
the resources within our * beloved 
church which are only feebly em- 
ployed for this purpose: conscious 
of our need of mutual assistance and 
encouragement; and relying upon 
the promise of the divine word and 
He who hath begun this work will 
perfect it until the day of Christ 
Jesus, hereby unite, and now invite 
and until such end be attained con- 
tinue to invite all Evangelical Luth- 
eran congregations and synods in 
America, one with us in the faith, to 
unite with tvs, upon the terms of this 
constitution, in one general organ- 
ization, to be known as the United 
Lutheran Church in America.” 
SYNOD RATIFIES DRAFT. 


At the meeting of the General 
Synod in Chicago In June tlie con- 
stitution was formally adopted by 
thie body, with 469,721 baptized 
members. The general council] at 
its jubilee anniversary meeting in 
Philadelphia in October is expected 
to take similar action, representing 
800,891 baptized members. In No- 
vember, at a special meeting in 
Salisbury, N. C., the United Synod 
of the Sqpth will act on behalf of 
72,462 baptized members, making 
the total gtrength of the united 
church, 1,343,075 baptized members.

Their church property is val- 
ued at $61,739,005, with eleven 
theological seminaries, twenty-one 
colleges, twenty-one orphans’ homes, 
fifteen homes for the aged, five 
homes for defectives, five deaconess’ 
mother houses, eighteen hospitals, 
twelve hospices for young men and 
young women, six immigrant and 
seamen’s missiong and six publish-

Forecasting the probable action of 
the General Council in October, a 
committee appointed two years ago 
by this body to frame a new consti-

ATLANTIC COAST IS SINKING. 


Subsidence of Two Feet Per Century 
Observable on Both Sides. — 

{Douglas W. Johnson in Scientifie 
American Supplement:] More than 
half a century ago Prof. George HL 
Cook, then State Geologist of New 
Jersey, presented striking and ap- 
parently convincing evidence that 
the Atlantic Coast of North America 
was gradually subsiding at the rate 
of two feet per century. Farm lands 


under cultivation fifty “years before ;

SERB DESCRIBES 
WAR HORRORS. 


[A FP. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 

PARIS, Aug. 8.—There has come 
into the possession of the Serbian 
G@uthorities recently a letter, written 
by a Serbian patriot, who barely es- 
caped hanging by the Bulgarians. 
He describes in some detail the in- 
#urrections in Serbia in April last, 
the fate that they met, and un- 
Bpeakable cruelties visited upon the 
insurrectionists by the Bulgarians. 

His letter—-the original is at pres- 

—ent in the Serbian archives, but can 
be seen at any time—is written with 

* his own blood from his hiding place 
at the Serbian mountains, and is 
dressed to his friend, a Serbian 
captain, serving with the Saloniki 
forces. The captain fell into cap- 
tivity not long after receipt of the 
missive, but succeeded in smuggling 
it out by means of a Serbian sentry. 

The letter frankly advises all 
Gerbians to kill themselves rather 
than submit to capture; it tells of 
the forcible deportation of thou- 
Sands of children to Constantinople; 
of the frightful tortures inflicted 
Upon prisoners before they are ex- 
ecuted by the Bulgarians, such as 
everywhere to o 
‘Serbian prisoners of war, 
ef insurrectionists. 

The names of both sender and 
recipient have been suppressed for 
obvious reasons, but both are on file 
with the original of the letter, which 
Tuns as follows: 

“Here IT am in a mountain which 
fs, actually, my sad residence. I es- 
caped on April 25 from the Bulga- 
rian prison where I was incarcerated 
with twenty comrades after having 
been surrounded and captured in the 
‘Tevolt near —. There had been 25,- 
000 of us insurgents; we had, more- 
over, fovght with @ German division 
thet defeated us and drove wus to 
fight. Then we had been attacked 
hy two Pulearian divisions armed 
with cannon and machine geuns. I 
was taken, put in prieon and con- 
@emned to be hanged, but during 
the night, my friend arrived 
with a band in Prokouplie, killed 
the sentinels and rescued me. In con- 
Sequence I was able to reach the 
mountain. There are more than 5°90 
of us insurgents. Nearlv all of the 
‘other mountains are filled with in- 
surgents. 

TURKS GET CHILDREN. 

“The Bulgarians had summoned 


ell the mate popu'ation between the} 


ages of 16 and 65 in order to in- 
_forporate them in the army and 
send them immediately to the front. 
At the same time they had gathered 
together all the young people be- 
tween 13 and 16 and had sent them 
to Constantinople. It was this van- 
‘dal process of these monstrous Mon- 
goles that provoked the revolt. The 
unfortunate mothers. exasperated 


children. Finally, the people, ex- 
hausted and revolting; threw them- 
selves upon the Bulgarian despots. 
Men and women carried off arms 
and ammunition, first to Prokouplie, 
then to Leskovatz, Lebane, Vrania, 
Viarsotintze, Zayetfhar, Kniagevatz, 
Pojarevatz and the villages. 

“It was agreed that the insurgenta 
of Zayetchar and its suburbs should 
march on Nish: that the rest of us, 
from Prokouplie, Leskovatz and 
Vrania, should do the same, and, re- 
united, should take possession of the 
city. Unfortunately, those from Za- 
yetchar were late; we got ahead of 
them and had, alone to withstand 
an attack from a German division. 
We beat them and took away two 
batteries and 800 soldiers. The bat- 
tle took place near#Gitoradja. From 
there we carried Lebane, Leskovatz 
and Prokouplie, of which we made 
ourselves masters. Then we attacked 
Nish, carrying the depots and half 
of the city. 

“Meanwhile two Bulgarian divi- 
sions arrived, and a bloody battle de- 
veloped; we should have been able 
to defeat the Bulgarians as we had 
defeated the Germans if they had not 
used a cowardly strategy to prevent 
us from attacking them; they forced 
the women and the children to 
march in front of their ranks. Un- 
able to fire upon ovr own people, 
we withdraw as far as Korvingrad, 
where a new battle began and where 
the Hungarians attacked us from be- 
hind. We made an opening and took 
refuge in the mountains. Since I

for the Bulgarians are proceeding 
systematically to exterminate our na- 
One the 25th of April they 
placed aboard trains at Belotintze 
8000 children between the ages of 12 
and 15, bound for Constantinople. 
Many of the children jumped from 
the cars along the way, and found 
death in that manner. 

“The Bulgarians gathered the en- 
tire population for the purpose of 
vaccinating everyone. But, instead 
of injecting serum against cholera or 
smalipox they inoculated them with 
contagious diseases. One of the 
doctors admitted that to those who 
had fied to.the mountains with their 
children. 

“The Bulgarians have raised 
gibbets on the bridge of Leskovatz, 
at Belotintze, Viasotintze, Lebare, 
Nish Kniajevatz and at other places, 
and on them have hanged people. 
women and children, compelling the 
others to help them in their terrible 
tortures.” 

One of the notable Serbs who was 
hanged, the writer states, was a cer- 
tain Jordan. registrar of 
nicipality, who, he asserts, was 
hanged by the tongue. The -writer 
continued: 

“T have neither time nor space to 
describe my misfortune but I can 
tell you briefly that if you do not 
come by the month of September itt 
will not be worth while coming at 
all. It will be too late. 

“The hanging of twelve Serbian 
soldiers made prisoner on the 
Saloniki front was a ead sight. Their 
‘sentence was read to them. including 
the words: ‘Because you have 
abandoned your fag and your 
Bulgarian brothers you cannot long- 
ler be loyal Bulgarian subjects."

AN IMPUDENT BOOK.

Many Germans who do not accept 
the “Me und Gott” classification of 
Mr. Hohenzollern of his relations 
with the Almighty. are asking: 
“What kind of a God is it whose 
first prophet is the Kaiser and his 
hereditary successor, the furniture- 
stealing Crown Prince?” 

Prof. Sombart of Berlin pub- 
lished a pamphlet in which he takes 
the view that the long peace which 
terminated in 1914 corrupted and 
degraded the German people. He 
draws a most gloomy picture of the 
State of Germany before the war, 
through the spread of commercial- 
ism. All the evils of peace are 
summed up in the statement that 
“important elements of English 
culture had begun to make them- 
Selves widely felt.” Hopeless at- 
tempts were made at salvation. The 
Salvation of religion was tried (not 
by many) and it was found stale. 
The salvation of socialism was tried 
and it was found unprofitabie. 
had,” says the professor, “before the 
War succumbed to a complete 
culture — pessimism. We had be- 
come firmly convinced that mankind 
was at an end, and that the re- 
mainder of ite existence on earth 
would bean entirely unpleasant con- 
dition of vulgarization of life in an 
ant heap, that the huckster spirit 
was everywhere on the point of 
making itself felt.” 

From this deplorable condition of 
a mixture of material wealth with 
spiritual poverty, the war awoke 
Prof. Sombart, and he awoke like 
a suddenly-aroused mustang with 
his tail over the lines and his hind 
heels banging inst the dash- 
board. Then he gan to preach 
heroism and to tell the German peo- 
ple what they must do. He said: 

We want to be idealists, but 
‘not dreamers in the clouds. We 
wish to stand firm on earth and 
take as much of the sea and of 
the earth as we need for our 
existence and for our natural 
increase. We do not want ahy- 
thing more than this, but also 
we do not want anything less. 

Our kingdom is of this world. 

If we desire to remain a strong 

state we must conquer. A great 

victory will make it possible not 
to trouble any more about those 
who are around us. When the 

German stands leaning on his 

mighty sword, clad in steel from 

his sole to his head, whatsoever 
will may, down below, dance 
around his feet, and the intel- 
lectuais and the learned men of 
England, France and Russia, 
and Italy may rail at him and 
throw mud. But in his lofty re- 
pose he will not allow himagegif 
to be disturbed, and he will only 
refiect in the sense of his old 
ancestors ‘n Europe: “Oderint 
dum metuant” (Let them hate 

so long as they fear.) o 

Sombart’s book its accepted by 
“Me und Gott" and his followers as 
the new Bible of Gefmany. The 
main idea is that Germany needs 
nothing whatever from other na- 
tions: She is altogether superior in 
every part of national life and in 
any exchange gives more than she 
receives. 

The self-sufficient Sombart—who 
as an egotist is a world-beater— 


says. 
“All economic international rela-

peenpaene endeavor to restrict as far 
as possible. The most pressing task 
after the war will be to secure for 
Germany the maximum of economic 
independence.” 

The Professor graciously allows 
that international law has in the 
past achieved much good “and in 
future it may be allowed to develop 
undisturbed"—that is, after the war, 
but during the war. international 
law does not exist so far as impos- 


There remains cultural or spiritual 
internationalism, that is the rela- 
tions between nations on the 
scientific, artistic and social field 
and Sombart says: 

“Fortunately we Germans do not 
require anybody in matters of spirit 
or of culture. No nation in the 
world can give us anything worth 
mentioning in the field of science 
or technology, art or literature.” 

Sombart admits that German s8uU- 
periority imposes some obligations 
on “me und Gott.” He says: 

The idea that we are the 
chosen people imposes on us 
heavy duties. Above all, we must 
maintain ourselves as a strong 
nation. We are not out to con- 
quer the world. .. . what 
should we do with such indigest- 
ible bits in our stomach? We da! 
not desire to conquer peoples 
half civilized or in a state of 
nature in order to fill them with 
the German’ spirit: Such a 
Germanization is not possible. 
« The great talent for 
civilization which is praised in. 
the English is* nothing but an 
expression of spiritual poverty. 
Who could undertake the task 
of implanting German culture 
in other nations? You cannot 
lay heroism like gas mains in 
any part of the world you 
choose. We Germans wil) al- 
ways thus be—and rightly so— 
bad colonizers. 

The gas of heroism ts difficult to 
lay on even in the trenches and 
then only with a suitable mind. 

But it will not do for the eighteen 
nations now at war with Germany 
to rely too much on the contempt 
of the German Colossus. The pro- 
fessor says: 

Should it be necessary to in- 
crease our territory we will take 
as much land as appears neces- 
sary. We shall also take all the 
strategica) points that seem good 
enough, in Order to maintain our 
impregnable strength. If it is 
of any use to our position of 
strength in the world we will es- 
tablish stations for our fleet for 
example in Dover. Malta, Suez. 
Beyond this we will do nothing. 
“The main idea of Sombart’s 

book,” writes Professor Nicholson of 
Edinburgh University, “is to show 
that the opposition between the Eng- 
lish and the German ideals — com- 
mercialism and heroism—is irrecon- 
cilable. The handling of what pur- 
Ports to be an account of English 
culture—its Uterature. history, phil- 
osophy, and every department of ac- 
tivity past and present-——displays 
either an appalling lack of know!l- 
edge or an appalling lack of truth. 
The distortion is not even amusing. 
The praise of the Germans on the 
other hand, apart from the bias- 
phemy as may be «een from the 
sample quoted already, would seem 
distinctly comic but for the horrible 
practical sequel to the German mad- 
ness. It is to be hoped that In time 
this madness of Germany may pass 
as the madness of revolutionary 
France passed; but until it does we 
can only say with Prof. Sombart 
that. ‘it may be hoped there will 
now he an end of all talk of the 
community of these two kindred na- 


tions—th ‘nglish and the German.

the street element waited every day 
at Lafayette Square, across Penn- 
syivania avenue from the White 
House, until noontime, then to sally 
forth, pluck the banners from the 
hands of the valiant ladies, rend 
them to shreds and apply unkind, 
nonparliamentary language to the 
pickets. Finally, patient Maj. Pull- 
man, the Chief of Police. decided 
that it had to be stopped, in. the 
interest not only of public order, but 
of the women themselves. Of course, 
there are differences of opinion, and 
it may long remain a moot question 
whether these ladies were martyrs 
to a great cause or simply disturb- 
ers of the peace.

SAN JUAN (Porto Rico) Avg. 
15.--The Porto Rican training 
camp of the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
to develop officers to command the 
brigade of Porto Rican troops will 
be held at Henry Barracks, Cayey, 
beginning August 27. Orders were 
sent out today to the accepted can- 
didates to be at Cayey early on the 
morning of the 27th and prepared 
to undergo three-months’ training. 

The contingent of 245 men or- 
dered to report at the camp will in- 
elude forty-five noncommissioned 
officers of the Porto Rican regiment 
who will enter the camp to prepare 
for commissions. Two lieutenants 
from the Porto Rican regiment have 
been detailed as instructors at the 
camp while other officer instructors, 
who will later take command of the 
brigade, are expected to arrive from 
the United States a few days before 
the camp opens. 

Officers to man the Porto Rican 
brigade are to be trained here in- 
stead of in the training camps in 
the States partly at their own re- 
quest and partly because of the spe- 
cial requirements necessary for 
them to officer the local troops. A 
thorough knowledge of both Spanish 
and English is required of all stu- 
dent officers entering the training 
camp. 

No site has yet been selected as a 
camp for the brigade which is to be 
drafted as soon as the student offi- 
cers have completed their training.

Twain dictkting—a singularly de- 
teriorated Mark Twain, but it must 
_|be he, for there are two score 

pages of preface explaining how it 
came about. Elsa Barker may not 
_| use an ouija, but she plays amanuen- 
sis for fervid and poetical ghosts to 
the great wastage of note paper. 

All of these stenographers for the 
heavenly host may be acting in good 
faith, but we doubt it; and we are 
quite sure that morta) output of fic- 
tion, poems and preachments is 
enough without letting 
voices from across the grave con- 
tribute. We have read, or looked 
at long enough to lose the desire 
for reading, practically everything 
of any importance contributed by 
ghosts, and of it all nothing has 
appeared supérior to the work of a 
third-rate live one excepting such 
messages as have come to Mrs. John 
H. Curran of St. Louis. 

The story of Patience Worth has 
already been told in a book by that 
name published a year or s0 azo 
by Casper 8. Yost, editor of the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. Now comes 
“The Sorry Tale” (Henry Holt 
Co..) a story of great length, a 
novel, transmitted {n the same man-| 
ner. perfectiy astounding as to 
style and even more remarkable as 
to construction, for there are at 
least four score characters handled 
with @ grace and dexterity that 
would tax the most competent au- 
thor; but more than all that is the 
great dignity of the narrative, which. 
carries two paraliel, but antithetical 
themes, that converge on Golgothba. 

The night that Jesus is born 
within the walls of Bethlehem, out- 
side of the wall the outcast mistress 
of Tiberius Caesar gives birth to a 
son whom she calls Hatte (Hate.) 
Through life they travel much the 
same roads, one bitter and burning 
with passion against the world as 
he has been schooled to be by his 
implacable mother, and the other 
spreading the gospel of love as re- 
corded tn the four books of the New 
Testament. 

The book is at first extremely dif- 
ficult to read. But in time the 
charm of the style takes hold and 
one its carried forward with every 
feeling of reading a contempora- 
neous record; though we are inclined 
to fee] that if it had other than this 
fascinating origin the style was 
slightly affected with its quaint old 
words and forms. But as was dis- 
closed in “Patience Worth” this re- 
markable personality has never 
made use of a modern word, which 
makes it a phenomenon rather than 
an affectation.

“The Long Lane’s Turning.” 

Hallie Ermine Rives seems to 
have written the “Long Lane's Turn- 
ing” (Dodd, Mead & Co.) with the 
needs of the camera in her mind's 
eye. A more sensational plot is not 
often encountered even in these 
days of hectic monstrosities, and it 
will no doubt be fascinating to 
large numbers of people who, like 
ourselves, ought to know better. 

To ring up the curtain on the last 
act would be treachery: so let it 
suffice to say that Henry Sevier, @ 
brilliant young southern lawyer, un- 
fortunately given to drink, is 
thrown over by Excho Allen because 
Craig Cameron, a whisky capitalist, 
blackmails her into the marriage as- 
sent.

“Lake and Stream Game Fishing.” 

How excellent may be Dixte Car 
roll’s advice on “Lake and Stream 
Game Fishing” (Steward & Kidd 
Co.) we do not know, for like most 
of the really successful followers of 
Mr. Walton, we catch our fish at 
the butcher shop; but this book is 
charming company, and as editor of 
the National Sportsman, fishing edt 
tor of the Chicago Herald, and pres- 
ident of the American Anglers’ 
League, it goes without our saying 
so that he speaks with the full 
round voice of authority. 

The book is written in the chole- 
est, smoothest, breeziest style imag- 
inable, somewhat slangy but with- 
out roughness, flowing free as 
blank verse and setting the lure of 
the open places before one’s nose. 
All phases of lake and book fishing, 
all manner of casting and tackle are 
discussed, with a plenitude of snap 
py advice at every turn on the 
page, giving one the feeling that Mr. 
Carroll is less of an instructor than 
an artist. And if there be any book 
that will give the baffled amateur in- 
spiration to laugh at the past and 
plow up-stream again it is surely 
“Lake and Stream Game Fishing;” 
for Mr. Carroll is a thorough sports- 
man and looks at the game ail the 
way from the true sporteman’s eyes.

“Towards the Goal.” 

The sequel of Mrs. Humphry 
Ward's “England's Effort,” written 
to show Americans what her coun- 
try is doing, comes in the form of 
letters to Theodore Roosevelt and 
is called “Toward the Goal” 
(Charles Scribner's Sons.) The 
colonel must have been thought 
singularly ignorant, and altogether 
abstemious of the stuff furnished in 
news columns, if Mrs. Ward con- 
sidered herself to be supplying him 
with information. The best part of 
the book is the colonel’s preface, 
for his vigor is undiminished and 
his trancendent ability to be sen- 
sational without being so very in- 
accurate is impressive as ever. 

But these chapters in the form of 
letters are too obviously written for 
the innocent bystander; and mob 
psychology is such that most any- 
thing Mrs. Ward has to say is of 
some interest, but anything she has 
to say to our colonel is of gulping 
interest, though it be pretty much a 
sketch of the campaign of the early 
war days, with generous—quantita- 
tive—descriptions of German rutb- 
lessness. Though when our colonel 
says prefatorially: “No other writer 
could describe England's effort with 
such knowledge, power and inter- 


times larger than life. Other writ. 
ers have already done so. 


“The Rebirth of Russia.” ' 

A tew days after the Czar was 
gently lifted from his throme and 
tucked away in prison for safe keep- 
ing, Isaac F. Marcosson 
Russia and began asking q ons, 
Also he stayed on for some weeks 
and watched. What he heard and 
saw make up the contents of “The 
‘Rebirth of Russia” (John Lane 
Company.) 

Mr. Marcosson verifies all that 
hag been reported of the German 
cabal in the court circle, and reveais 
a rather larger amount of graft and 
treachery among those in authority 
than was generally credited. Among 
his most interesting disclosures is 
the fact that the bureaucrats delib- 
erately planned for and incited the 
people of Petrogradto an uprising— 
but for the purpose of putting it 
down severely and discouraging the 
people so that they would not soon 
again forget to respect their mas- 
ters. But the odd part of the revo- 
lution was that nobody seemed to 
think that there was to be a revo- 
lution. It just happened—chiefly 
because the army refused to clear 
the streets, and went over to the 
Duma before that body had really 
dared to seize the reins. 

Mr. Marcosson says that it was 
as quiet and peaceable a revolution 
as could be imagined. There was 
no looting, no drunkenness, no 
butchery except of the police who 
had been stationed on the tops of 
buildings and fired at the people. 
But after the revolution was accom- 
plished the reaction set in. The 
soldiers knew that they had brought 
about the upheaval and made the 
most of their “equality.” Mr. Mar- 
cosson, pursuing the policy of ex- 
treme optimism, refers to the let- 
down in discipline as merely “one 
fly” in the ointment of all this 
“equality.” A somewhat larger fiy 
was the truculent equality ef the 
laboring classes. In the shipyards 
and factories the workmen struck. 
All asked for advances of more 
than 60 per cent., while the average 
“With the demand for increased 
wages came its full brother—a de 
mand for decrease in the working 
time. In some factories the work- 
men went to the well-nigh incoredi- 
ble extent of asking for a six-hour 
day with a nine-hour wage. me 
workers blankly refused to work 
more than four hours per day.”

were. They must paint thus and so, 
or be damned. 

They say they are free, but they 
are bound hand and foot. They 
say that they express themselves, 
but they follow the behests of Ce- 
ganne or Matisse, or some other 
master, not realizing that they are 
little more than imitators. They an- 
nounce their grand discovery that 
everythi under the sun is new, yct 
they hark back to the primitives and 
the prehistorics for inspiration and 
guidance. The motorist, who is cer- 
tainly modern enough, is wiser than 
they, for he does not consult Adam 
as to the best way of running his 
machine. 

Randall Davey is a very gifted 
‘young painter. He shows his talent 
in three or four of the paintings he 
recently exhibited, and in others he 
also shows us his limitations, which 
belong to his cult rather than to 
him. Freed from these influences, I 
feel that he would become a very 


fine painter. He is fine, for instance, 
in his portrait called “Capt. Dan 
Stevens, Lighthouse Keeper.” The 


head and burly figure are superbly 
modeled, there is quality in the fiesh 
of face and hands, and you are con- 
vinced that the portrak is a genu- 
ine characterization. You are not 80 
sure of “Bellbina,” whose eyes are 
like a doll’s, nor of “Little Portu- 
guese,” a jolly red-faced boy in a 
red jumper placed against a back- 
ground of peacock blue, nor of 
“Lobster Man,” which has a spuri- 
out appearance of breadth, but 
which, on close study, is found to 
be in reality pinched and «mall.

In landscape Mr. Davey is seldom 
happy, being without subtlety and 
defictent in beauty, though there are 
charming grays in “Fos.” Some- 
times, as in “The Town,” his brush 
slips over his canvas until he gives 
his surface the texture of tin, but 
even here the bank of clouds on the 
horizen is noble and true. “North- 
west Day.” it seems to me, has al- 
most nothing to redeem it.

Another German Trick Falls. 

[Springfield Republican:] It is 
like old times to hear of the closing 
of the University of Warsaw and the 
Polytechnic Institute because of 
demonstrations by the students. 
After the occupation the Germans 
made @ great parade of their liber- 
ality in allowing lectures to be 
given in Polish by way of contrast 
with the severe repression exercised 
by the Czar’s government.

ing permitted in the way propitia- 
tion, since that was to Germany's 
interest, but the closing of Warsaw 
Tniversity merely marks one more 
failure of blandishments which are 
dictated by policy and do not come 
from the heart. In Flanders the fafi- 
ure seems to have been hardly less 
com plete. 


Save the Pigskin. 
[Louisville Courter-Journal:] The 
great shortage of leather is a serious 
matter. Substitutes for sole leather, 


advertised as superior, are in 


the experimental stage. Some of 
them, undoubtedly, are not as good 
as leather. Concealed in shoes, un- 
der leather, pasteboard and other 
almost wholly worthless substitutes 
for shoe Jeather are used. All leath- 
er products are selling at prices de- 
cidedly embarrassing to persons who 
must use them. In the meantime 
Pigskin is being to a great extent 
neglected as a leather supply. 

The general custom is to leave the 
skin upon the hog when it is butch- 
ered. The impression is or has been 
that it is necessary to retain the 
skin upon hams and bacon to cure 
the meat properly. In the stress of 
war and leather shortage means 


bacon without the skin, which is not 
eaten and is wasted except in so far 
as it serves as a preservative of the 
meat for which it serves as a con- 
tainer during the curing process. 
Pigskin is a highly valuable and 
durable leather. It is especially 
good for saddles, to judge from the 
values set upon saddles described as 
belIng made of pigskin. The num- 
ber of hogs produced by modern 
feeding in a given length of time is 
greater than the number produced 
under old-fashioned methods, which 
allowed a longer period for the de- 
velopment of the hog to maturity. 
The big eight-months-old sold at or 
above 200 pounds is the aim of hog 


moner in the markets than former- 
ly. For the supply of the armies 
and the civilian population of the 
countries allied net Germany 
America must produce an unusual 
number of hogs from this time for- 
ward. Their breeding, the conserva- 
tion of litters, the early finishing of 
hogs by scientific feeding methods, 
which make the eight or ten months’ 
pig as large as the year-old or fit- 
teen-months-old hog formerly was, 
will be stimulated by propaganda 
and by the prospect of profits at the 
farm.

To sub- 
Stantiate these claims witnesses will 
be summoned before the grand jury 
with the hope that the mystery of 
the fire will be solved..

Dr. J. tl. McCarthy, Democratic 
National Committeeman from WNe- 
vada and chief examining officer of 
the exemption boards of that State, 
was in Los Angeles yesterday in- 
vestigating the exemption methods 
here relating to aliens.

UNDOUBTEDLY SAME ONE. 
Terry does not talk volubly of the 
affair nor does he volunteer in- 
formation as to the probable identity 
of the man whose body was discov- 
ered beneath the sawdust pile at the 
Bates mill, near Heavener. 
“Somebody was killed there, all 
right,” he said, “because they found 
the bones of a man three years aft- 
er I had gone away. A fellow named 
Jim Wyatt, a squatter that lived a 
mile or so from the mill, and Sam 
Swider, that I used to work with in 
Bates’s mill, know about it If any- 
body dbes. They ought to know. 
Swider got into some trouble over 
some missing horses and was ‘sent 
up’ for it. They charged him with 
killing me, so I have been told, and 
he confessed, according to what they 
say, that Bates and I had a fight 
and that Bates killed me. I don’t 
know anything about that.

Then I went 
to Rosenberg. a town about thirty- 
five miles west of Houston, and 
worked about three months in a 
livery stable.

Rumors circulating among South- 
ern California alumni that Stanford 
University had extended the maxi- 
mum attendance limit for women 
from the 600 to the 1000 mark are 
denied in a communication from J.

The Oost Question. 

The question of eost, of course, 
has from the beginning figured in 
the opposition. In this connection, 
it appears, there has been some mis- 
understanding of the facts. 
plan has been for the property 
owners in a large assessment district 


to pay the cost of the lands required 


for the carrying out of the scheme. 


The 


The final figures bring the total to 


be paid under condemnation pro- 
ceedings up to approximately $600.,- 
000, this cost to be apportioned 


against some 40,000 separate parcels 


of property. Many of the owners in 
the assessment district have been led 
to believe that they would later on 
have to pay for the landscaping of 
the ravine as a parkway. This, 
however, is not the case. It is the 
intention that the district shall pay 
for the land and turn it over to the 
city, the Park Commission then as- 
suming charge of future operations. 
Plans for the treatment of the 
ground were worked out by the 
commission long ago. No part of 
the outlay for the actual develop- 
ment of the echeme will have to be 
borne by. the assessment district. 

The objection has been raised that 
Silver Lake Parkway, because 
plamned as an integral part of the 
city’s park and parkway system, 
ought to be paid for by the city at 
large. There is no getting away 
from this argument. The city ought 
to pay for the lands that go into 
ite public parks. Nor can anyone 
carefully study the Silver Lake 
Parkway plan in its relation to the 
other parks of Los Angeles without 
realizing that the project would be 
a good investment for the munici- 
pality simply as a new park. There 
can be no question, either, that the 
completion of the parkway would 
result in enough upbuilding and 
general development to add greatly 
to the valuation of North- 
west Los Angeles real estate and 
that the city could afford to pay for 
the condemned lands on that basis 
also. Those who would hold up the 
parkway project on the plea that 
the city ought to carry the whole 
thing through would do well to re- 
member, however, that the city has 
go many existing burdens of its own 
that it cannot in to do all the 
things it might want to do, even 
when it is clearly apparent*® that 
these undertakings would eventually 
prove of great public advantage. 

It has always seemed to the Fact 
and Comment man that the Silver 
Lake Parkway project, on the basis 
under which the proceedings have 
been carried through, was too good 
a thing for the property owners in 
the parkway assesement district to 
let slip. All the indications are that 
the burden will not fall very heavily 
on any one owner and it is certain 
that the benefite will reach much 
farther than the outermost bound- 
aries of the assessment district. 
Visible evidence of what the park- 
way will mean to Northwest Los 
Angeles is already to be seen in the 
many buildings, including two fine 
private schools, several flats and 
numerous residences, large and 
small, that have already n built 
along the Bimini ravine, solely on 
the strength of the parkway project. 
Those who are striving to arouse 
new opposition to the parkway ane. 
it would seem, working against their 
own best interests and will be lucky 
if they fail to accomplish their pur-

Building Combining Features of 
Up-to-date Apartment-house and 
Modern Fiat Projected by New 
York Couple in Westlake-Wil- 
shire District. | 


A four-story briek building ot the 
“apartment-flat" type so popular in 
the large cities of the East wiif be 
started this week in, the close-in? 
Westlake-Wilshire apartment-house 
district. The structure, which will 
be the first of its kind to be pro- 


jected in Los Angeles, will be built 
by Mr. and Mrs. F. L. Dickinson, 
who have recently come to this city 
from New York to make their par- 
manent home.

“IS THE GEAR-SHIFTING 
LEVER TO DISAPPEAR? 


Several Cars will Use the Magnetic 
Method This Year. 


ITHOUT stopping to give the 
problem due consideration, 
any one, it would seem, would 

prefer a magnetic gear-shifting car 
to one that requires marfual labor— 
would prefer pressing a button to 
wrestling with a lever. But the fact 
that only a few cars have adopted 
the magnetic géar-shifting mechan- 
ism, opens up the subject for dis- 
cussion. 

A few years ago, you will remem- 
ber, only a few cars had self-starters. 
That was because the first self-start- 
er failed to work part of the time, 
and it was a case of use it when it 
felt like doing the work it was in- 
tended to do, . and using the old 
crank at other times. In the past 
several cars have used the magnetic 
gear-shifting device, only to discard | 
it, but today, it must be admitted, 
it seems to be coming into its own| 
again. Several cars fu this ) 
equipment if desired, and at least 
one car uses no other. 

Furthermore, it seems likely that 
at least half.a dozen cars will be. 
so equipped by the time the auto 
show opens in New York this fall, 
and if New York fans approve of the 
magnetic gear shifter, every other 
part of the country will fall in line. 

DESCRIPTION. | 

From a description of what many 
consider the most practical magnetic 
gear shift the following is taken, and 
by referring to the drawing and pic- 
tures which accompany this article, 
one can gain a good idea of the 
way it works: 

Most automobiles are provided 
with three forward speeds, and oné 
reverse speed, and in the C-H mag- 
netic gear shift here are four sole- 
noids arranged in two sets of two 
each, as shown in this IUlustration. 
If you press button No. 1 you close 
the circuit to solenoid No. 1, causing 
the shaft (A) to move to the left. 
If you press button No. 2 you en- 
ergize solenoid No. 2, causing the 
shaft (A). to move to the right. If 
you press button No. 3 you energize 
sclenoid No. 3, causing shaft (B) to 
move to the left, which will give you 
high speed, while if you press but- 
ton R, energizing spool R, you bring 
the reverse gear into mesh with the 
engine shaft, causing the automobile 
to go backward. Pressing the “N” 
(neutral) button and throwing out

that pressing the push button im- 
mediately energizes one of the four 
solenoids, but this is not quite what 
takes place. As a matter of fact, 
pressing a button does not energize 
one of the solenoids; it merely par- 
tially closes the circuit te a certain 
solenoid, but the circuit is not com- 
pletely closed until you throw the 
clutch pedal down to the floor board 
by pressing it with your foot.

This selective feature is of great 
valde in the operation of an auto- 
mobile, sincé it enables you to choose 
in advance of the actual operation 
of the gear shift the speed into 
which you wish to go. 

If you start to climb a_.hill on high 
speed and think it may be necessary 
to drop back to second speed before 
you reach the top of the hill you 
preas button No. 2, which partially 
closes the circuit to solenoid No. 3. 
You are now ready to drop back to 
second speed the mument you push 
the clutch pedal to the extreme po- 
sitione but you may nnd that you 
can reach the top of the hill on 
high gear, in which case you do not 
push the clutch pedal at all, but, 
having reached the top of the hill, 
you continue on at high speed with- 
out having shifted gears at all.

B provement of the western 

tien ef the Lincoln highway, 
which will increase touring to 
Southern California more than 500 
per cent., officials of the Lincoln 
Highway Association arrived at the 
headquarters of the Automobile 
Club of Southern California last 
Wednesday, after an official inspec- 
tion of the route south from Ely, 


Nev., to Los Angeles. 

In conference with automobile 
club officers it was pointed out that 
approximately 25,000 eastern tour- 
ing parties come as far west an- 
nually eas Wyoming, where they 
abandon the trip to California be- 
cause of short stretches of impossi- 
ble roadway in Utah and Wyoming. 
Actual figures are presented to es- 
tablish this fact. 

At the present time approximately 
76 per cent. of the travel which per- 
sists over the highway to the Pa- 
cifie Coast comes by way of Ely to 
Los Angeles rather than take the 
more arduous route to San Francis- 
co, which is open only five months 
out of the year, while the Midland 
Trall (Los Angeles route) is open 
eleven months. | 

LARGE SUM SPENT. 

It is estimated that 2000 motoring 
parties ‘annually reach Southern 
California under the present condi- 
tion of the roads, each party aver- 
ing four persons, and that these 
visitors spend more than $6,720,000 
in this part of the State. With the 
improvement of the Utah and 
Wyoming road conditions, the num- 
ber of visitors would be increased to 
25.000 annually, bringing more than 
$84,000,000 te Southern California, 
gay the Lincoln highway officials.
